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PLANNING NEW ROADS 


FTER years of inactivity, the Government and the responsible local authori- 
Ll ties are now pressing ahead with new roads and road improvements. 
The Strand widening, the Cromwell-road extension, the London-Yorkshire 
motorway, the Birmingham inner ring road, the Ross spur are examples of 
major schemes which are already under way or which will be started within 


the next few weeks. By 1961, if all goes well, an impressive programme of 
construction will have been completed. 


Mu-h more, however, is needed. The number of vehicles on the roads 
increases every year, and it has been estimated that the cost to the nation of the 
delay caused by the resultant congestion increases at a rate equal to twice the 
percentage annual increase in the number of vehicles. This is something which 
the country simply cannot afford. Cheap, efficient transport was the foundation 
of Britain’s prosperity during the first industrial revolution, and it is just as 
important in the new industrial revolution through which the country is now 


passing. The extensive modernisation of the roads and railways is therefore 
essential. 


It is not surprising therefore that some concern was expressed in a recent 
House of Lords debate as to what is to happen when the current programme 
is finished. It is not sufficient for the Government to say that a new programme 
will be launched. If it is to be launched in 1961-2, preparatory work must 
begin now. Some preparatory work has apparently begun, but it seems 
doubtful whether it is going ahead on a sufficiently firm basis. 


It would be easy, but not wholly just, to accuse the Government of lack of 
drive and foresight. Unfortunately, the problem of planning for some years 
ahead is not an easy one. Land may be designated for a road scheme and all 
necessary plans made for a start to be made at a given date. But—as is shown 
by the history of road schemes during the last 30 years—some economic crisis 
may supervene, national expenditure is cut and the scheme is deferred. In the 
meantime, the land is sterilised; the existing owners cannot dispose of it and 
good-class property may degenerate. In this process, the local authority as well 
as the owners may suffer because of a consequent decline in rateable value. 


One solution might be for the appropriate authority to acquire land earlier 
than is the practice at present, but the Government spokesman in the House 
of Lords debate saw objections to this. If land values increase after the date of 
acquisition, some injustice may be done to the owner; if values decrease, the 
authority may be accused of having wasted public money. Moreover, there 
may be changes in the volume or flow of traffic in the particular locality in 
consequence of which the original scheme must be scrapped or modified; 
in that case, the authority have unwanted land on their hands. 


The ideal solution would be for the Government to make a plan for some 
time ahead and to stick to the plan. The customary objection to this is that it is 
constitutionally impossible. The Government, it is said, cannot bind its 
successors, and expenditure must be kept under continuous review in the light 
of the general economic situation. But these objections are surely not in- 
superable. If the nation wants its roads and other public services modernised, 
it must will the means. There is much to be said for removing these important 
schemes from the field of purely administrative decision, by incorporating them 
in legislation. (There is some precedent for this in the great era of railway 
construction; although carried through by private enterprise, each scheme had 
to be sanctioned by Act of Parliament, and it was not uncommon for the enab- 
ling Act to lay down a completion date.) This would not be an absolute safe- 
guard because legislation can always be amended by Parliament, but it would 


provide a more stable foundation for planning road works and other public 
improvements.

New Coventry 

QOME time ago, in writing here about 
. a visit to Coventry * Convalescent,’ 
I hope some of the enthusiasm | felt in 
face of what has become almost an inter- 
national symbol of resurgence was con- 
veyed, writes Basil Marriott. The exhibi- 
tion—opened last week at the Building 
Centre, where it continues until April 3 
gets across even at second-hand much of 
the excitement one felt on the site. Apart 
from Coventry's emotional significance, 
this results from the apparent ease with 
which almost insoluble but incidental 
problems have been overridden in the 
surge towards realisation of an unfumb- 
ling plan for a clearly defined whole. This 
has wider implications than even the 
realities of architecture or planning: the 
best answer to what Coventry was made 
to suffer is to beat it, not at its own but 
at a better game. 

That reply has had world-wide echoes, 
but as a spokesman in opening the exhi- 
bition 1 have seldom seen one taken so 
immediately to the hearts of her hearers 
as Coventry’s Lord Mayor, Alderman 
Mrs. Pearl Hyde. Splendid in appearance 

—unself-consciously robed (* by request’ 
as she told us)—and forthright, undrama- 
tic and friendly in speech, she made a 
profound impression. In proposing the 
vote of thanks, Mr. Oswald Milne— 
himself a one-time Mayor—hit on a 
particularly happy simile in likening her 
to Dido directing the rebuilding of 
Carthage in Turner's painting. 
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A BRIEF NOTE cannot attempt justice to 
the hive of constructive imagination and 
activity represented by the exhibition. In 
sections covering the Central Area Re- 
development, Schools, Housing and 
Social Welfare buildings, it is fastidiously 
selected and well up to the Building 
Centre’s increasingly high standard of 
presentation. It was not, perhaps, easy to 
distinguish readily what is being done 
from what has been done, without fre- 
quent reference to model and plan: but 
this did not prevent the crystallisation of 
a heartening overall picture. An intro- 
ductory section refers to Basil Spence’s 
Cathedral, and establishes an important 
point. Time and the progress of the work 
are, I think, going to vindicate certain 
features in his concept—not so much 
against the published stupidities, which 
have become inseparable from any new 
thing, but in resolving any unspoken 
doubts. As the Cathedral takes shape, 
the value of the design’s not quite con- 
forming to a constructivist ‘formula’ 
quite properly adopted elsewhere seems 
to me increasingly evident. 

These periodic reassurances have also 
been valuable for the ancillary designers 
and craftsmen. The stained-glass win- 
dows, for instance, of which sample 
‘reminders’ are on view at eye-level and 
day-lighted, were mocked-up almost com- 
plete at the V and A Museum with 
enormous popular success. On Graham 
Sutherland’s tapestry, judgment must 
similarly be reserved until published 





photographs of the cartoon can be sup- 
plemented by colour, though the exhi- 
bition reviewed does include an enlarged 
photograph *‘montaged* on that of the 
interior. 


Technical Literature 


FOR THE SECOND successive year the 
RIBA and the Building Centre sponsor 
a competition for manufacturers’ trade 
and technical literature. The objects are 
to promote excellence in such literature 
intended for the architect; to encourage 
the technical and informative content; 
and to encourage manufacturers to con- 
form to BS 1311: 1955, as amended 1958. 
Entries may be under one of two classes: 
1, literature which offers technical in- 
formation on the use and application of 
a product or products of a single manu- 
facturer; and 2, that which applies to a 
class or group of products or services. 
Entries, which must be received at the 
Building Centre, 26, Store-street, WC1, by 
October 31, will be judged by a jury 
composed of Sir Hugh Casson and 
Messrs. G. Grenfell Baines, Bruce Martin, 
E. D. Jefferiss Mathews and Bryan West- 
wood. Full details and entry form are 
obtainable free from the Building Centre. 
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WE ARE GLAD to note that this com- 
petition is to be held again. and we shall 
expect to see last year’s entry of 94 
broken. The assessors remain the same 
(with the exception that Mr. Edward 
Mills is replaced by Mr. Westwood) so 
that continuity of judging standards re- 
mains. The printed details this year give 
a good lead as to what the architect jury 
are looking fur. and in themselves form 
a useful guide to manufacturers in the 
preparation of their literature. 


High Wycombe Preservation

unresponsive to the Association's sug- 
gestions on planning policy, but it has 
now agreed to some of the Association's 
proposals.

(a) No scheduled building which can 
be preserved should be destroyed until 
a plan has been made showing that it 
cannot remain without seriously pre- 
judicing future development. (b) If a 
scheduled building has to be destroyed a 
record should be made of it and pre- 
served in the library. The National Build- 
ings Record are willing to advise on how 
this can be done. (c) Where it is believed 
that buildings stand on an ancient site 
the Bucks Archeological Society should 
be invited to report on whether excava- 
tions should be undertaken before the 
ground is broken and again covered with 
buildings. * We particularly have in mind 
Lily’s Walk, which is believed to be near 
the route of a medieval highway,’ states 
the Association. 

These concessions indicate the valuable 
work that can be achieved by persever- 
ance in the face of opposition. No doubt 
the High Wycombe Arts Association will 
achieve other successes as. through its 
elforts, public opinion in the town be- 
comes more enlightened as to what is at 
stake. 


Why Not Letterboxes ? 


IN A PRAISEWORTHY ATTEMPT to keep. 


down costs, a local office of one of the 
nationalised industries, it was lately 
reported, has made arrangements to 
deliver consumer accounts by hand. A

Society. 

The ABT has never criticised NALGO 
for its work on behalf of the vast 
majority of local government officers. 
fhe point at issue is the position of a 
minority of technical people engaged in 

service which is mainly clerical and 
administrative. 

I am quite sure, as Mr. Anderson explains, 
that at national level NALGO does every- 
thing it can for its minority and specialist 
groups. But the fact cannot be denied that, 
although the NJC lays down a salary struc- 
ture and agrees general increases and varia- 
tions from time to time, with the exception 
of a very few special classes, the actual 
placing of an individual within that structure 
is left to the individual employing authority. 

This is the root of discontent as far as 
architects are concerned. Inevitably out- 
numbered, or not even represented on local 
negotiating committees, they have found in 
far too many cases a lack of enthusiasm, 
perhaps understandable, on the part of their 
non-technical colleagues for their claims and 
aspirations, and have no confidence in leav- 
ing questions of status and salaries to them. 

Mr. Anderson makes no promise of any 
new facilities locally to overcome this situ- 
ation. Indeed it is difficult to see what 
special facilities could be given to the pro- 
posed LGAS without similar facilities being 
given to all the other 57 specialist groups he 
mentions. 

The existence of the 57 specialist groups 
is revealing. It appears that the proposed 
LGAS would be offered the fifty-eighth place 
on the existing Joint Consultative Commit- 
tee. This is a very different proposition from 
the small Professions Panel of three or four

member organisations which it appears is 
being canvassed amongst local government 
architects at the moment. 

Finally, if there is still any dubiety about 
the arrangements NALGO is prepared to 
make for local government architects, it is 
cleared up once and for all by Mr. Ander- 
son’s last sentence. He calls upon them to 
‘follow the example of all other local 
government officers (and) give their allegi- 
ance to NALGO.’ It must be noted—not to 
the proposed LGAS but to NALGO!

Why ‘Subtopia *? 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—Mr. Roger Coombs, in his letter 

in your last issue does nothing to 
dissipate the confusicn that appears to 
be developing about the use of this odd 
word ‘ Subtopia "—in fact, he increases 
it. He says that ‘Subtopian develop- 
ment is not necessarily repellent in itself; 
it is Subtopian because it is out of place.’ 
Presumably, therefore, Subtopia is all 
right in the right place. But first we must 
be clear, if we can, on what we are 
talking about. 

Mr. Coombs defines Subtopia as ‘ making 
a universal ideal, a Utopia, out of suburban 
standards of development.’ He should tell 
us what standards he means, for there are 
good ones as well as bad. His definition, in 
any case, is quite imaginary and without any 
basis in etymology. If *‘Subtopia” means 
Utopia or a universal ideal, why go to the 
trouble of inventing a new and obscure 
synonym? 

Some people appear to interpret it as 
implying low-standard suburban develop- 
ment, bad estate planning, speculative 
builders’ semi-detached houses, wire fences, 
rubbish dumps, ugly concrete lamp- 
standards, etc. Does Mr. Coombs really 
approve of this sort of thing ‘in the right 
place’? If he does, then he must not be 
surprised that people like myself ‘miss the 
point.” Clearly it is a point that can easily 
be missed when a cultured person can say: 
‘A great many of these areas of Subtopia 
are quite magnificent.” and appeal for their 
preservation. 

A word which is open to such contra- 
dictory interpretations cannot be a good 
one. I still think that ‘ Subtopia,’ whatever 
one may imagine it to mean, is a poor 
neologism—weak, anemic and non-descrip- 
tive, and better dropped before it involves 
the public in further mystification.

= IR,—Recently, my Council have given 
" consideration to the difficulties which 
arise on the death of an architect in sole 
practice. We are mainly concerned with 
the need to preserve the goodwill until 
such time as the trustees can satisfactorily 
dispose of the practice. In several cases 
which have come to our notice, the 
Institute was not advised of the death of 
a member until much too late, with the 
result that the gcodwill had _ been 
seriously impaired and, indeed, in some 
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cases, had practically vanished before 
effective action could be taken. 

The Institute has taken legal advice on 
the drafting of a clause which architects in 
sole practice may include in their wills. In 
effect, this is a direction to the trustees to 
communicate with the Institute without 
delay so that steps may promptly be taken 
to preserve the goodwill pending the sale 
of the practice. This information has, of 
course, been given to all members, but there 
may be other architects who, in the interests 
of their dependants, would like to have it.

The Monorail: A British 
Invention? 


To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR, -I was interested to see the letter 
from Lt.-Col. N. L. Blandford on 
monorails in your issue of March 7. The 
suggestion that the Wuppertal monorail- 
way was the invention of a Scotsman is 
quite new to me, as I have always under- 
stood — and frequently written — that it 
was the idea of Eugen Langen, a Cologne 
engineer, who sold his rights to the 
Continentale Gesellschaft fiir Elektrische 
Unternehmungen, Nuremberg, as long 
ago as 1895. Perhaps Col. Blandford 
could give us the name of the Scottish 
inventor. As one who has a great interest 
in monorails and their history I should 
be only too pleased to give credit in any 
future work of mine to this Scotsman, 
provided that the claim is authenticated. 
However, I think it possible that Lt.- 
Col. Blandford may have in mind either 
George Bennie, the inventor of the over- 
head * Railplane, an experimental length 
of track for which was built near 
Milngavie, in Scotland, in 1930; or Hugh 
Fraser, a Scottish engineer whose ideas 
formed the basis of an overhead railway 
system—not strictly a monorail—pro- 
posed a few years ago for a London Air- 
port link. A model of this railway was 
shown at the Science Museum in London, 
in May, 1956.

PARKING garage which is believed to be the largest in 

the Commonwealth was _ recently completed in 

Vancouver. It is 323 ft. long, 131 ft. wide, and 100 ft. high 

from the basement to the top of the elevator, has seven floors, 

a basement, and can accommodate 870 cars: provision was 

made for the addition of another floor if required. The design 
and drawings were completed in 34 months. 

Walls are omitted in order to reduce cost and to allow the 
entry of as much daylight as possible, and so that exhaust 
gases will be removed by natural ventilation. The floors are 
designed as balanced cantilevers, the weight being reduced 
by tapering the cantilevers and using ribbed slabs for the 
central span. The slabs are 3 in. thick, including an allowance 
of 1 in. for wear, and the ribs are 4 in. wide. The end bays 
of the structure are shortened to permit a constant depth of 
slab. The floors are designed to resist a live load of 75 Ib. 
per sq. ft. and an alternative concentrated load of 2,000 Ib. 
in any position. Enclosed smoke-proof load-bearing stair- 
wells provide some resistance to forces due to wind and 
earthquake, and additional resistance is provided by the 
spiral floors and the end walls, which form vertical trusses: 
because of this, most of the bending stresses in the columns 
(which are small compared with the axial stresses) are caused 
by live loads, shrinkage, and effects of temperature. No 
expansion or contraction joints are provided; stresses due to 
shrinkage were allowed for in the design and no cracking of 
the 3 in. roof slab has occurred. The open nature of the 
building allows the entry of large quantities of rainwater, and

The arrangement of the garage is sym- 
etrical, with a double ramp on the longi- 
dinal centre-line. Each floor above the 
econd is alike, the finished surface being 
iO ft. above the floor below. The lowest 
point of each floor is in the centre of the 
building. A circular ramp, extending 
through 90 deg. and leading to the back 
section, has a rise of about 2 ft. The floor 
has a uniform gradient of 1.7 per cent. for 
112 ft. and then turns to the right. A 
circular ramp of 180 deg. around the fire 
staircase gains a further 2 ft. and leads to 
the front section, facing the centre of the 
garage. A further 1.7 per cent. gradient 
gains 2 ft. in 112 ft. and the final 2 ft. are 
gained by a right-hand turn along a 
circular ramp of 90 deg. which leads to the 
lowest point on the next floor, 10 ft. above 
the starting point. The back and front 
sections of each floor are joined only at the 
ramps at each end and at the centre; 
elsewhere handrails are provided on each 
side of a 12 in. gap. The circular ramps 
have a double super-elevation. With very 
few exceptions, no part of the floors is 
level. 
Structurally the building is symmetrical 
about both centre-lines. There are four 
rows of circular columns spaced at 28 ft. 
centres longitudinally and at 33 ft. centres 
laterally, the outer rows being 16 ft. from 
the faces of the building. Slab-bands 133 in.

deep and 13 ft. wide span longitudinally 
between the columns, and the beam-and- 
slab section spans 20 ft. between the bands. 
The cantilevers extend 9 ft. 6 in. towards 
the outer edges of the building and 
towards the centre-line, those towards 
the centre-line being separated by the 12 in. 
gap previously mentioned. The cantilevers 
vary in depth from 4 in. at the outer edge 
to 6} in. where they join the slab-band. 
At the end ramp a 5 in. slab joins the 
bands, and at the central ramp a further 
beam-and-slab section spans between the 
bands. All the ribs are 10 in. deep, and 
are at 2 ft. centres. 

The parking arrangement is designed to 
cater for drivers who find difficulty in 
parking a car. The stalls are 8 ft. 4 in. 
wide, and are angled to allow entry and 
departure with a minimum of manoeuv- 
ring; the width of the driveway is about 
26 ft. The garage is arranged for one-way 
traffic, with only left-hand turns and no 
cross-traffic. Peak traffic is expected to 
occur when the shops close; one entrance 
and two exits are therefore provided. 

The garage was built in seven months; 
each floor, which has an area of 44,000 
sq. ft. and contains 1,100 cu. yd. of con- 
crete, was built in ten working days. 
Adjustable steel props were used to sup- 
port the shuttering, which consisted of 
plywood supported on timber stringers; 
stiffened cardboard boxes, coated with 
bitumen, were used to form the ribs of the 
transverse beams.

offices for the Area Traffic Manager 
of British Railways, Eastern Region, and 
premises for the Cambridge Railway 
Social Club.

The ground floor contains the entrance 
hall, service rooms, some office space and 
the social club. The social club has a 
separate entrance and consists of a large 
area, which can be divided by a moveable 
screen, with a bar and other facilities. The 
three upper floors are devoted to offices, 
which generally face east and west. The 
office areas are divided by demountable 
glazed timber partitions on a 3 ft. 4 in. grid. 
The ground floor is of conventional con- 
struction with an in-situ reinforced concrete 
frame and first-floor slab, and is enclosed 
by brick walls which pass behind the 
columns leaving them

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The club area projects in front of the 
building, and its roof is continued to form 
a deep canopy over the front entrance. 


The three upper floors are of dry con- 
struction using the contractors own ‘Inter- 
grid’ system. The precast concrete frame 
rests on the in-situ first-floor slab. The 
vertical link consists of a lift and stairs at 
the rear of the building with a perforated 
hardwood screen which runs right up the 
rear elevation of the building and forms 
an illuminated ‘backcloth’ to the entrance 
hall. 

The ground-floor walls are faced with 
brown-grey Bedford facings. The cladding 
to the ‘Intergrid’ portion of the building 
is in exposed aggregate slabs, finished in 
white spar generally, with grey-granite 
under windows. Windows and doors are 
in Utile hardwood, finished in clear syn- 
thetic varnish. The fascia to the project- 
ing club area is the same material and the 
underside of the canopy is in softwood 
boarding painted white. 

Parquet wood tiles are used generally 
throughout, except in the entrance hall 
which is paved with blue quarry tiles, 
Walls are plastered and painted, but 
fairfaced brick walls form a contrast in the 
entrance hall and social club. Ceilings 
are suspended and lined with Class I 
fireproofed insulating board. The stair- 
case is terrazzo with hardwood handrail 
supported by aluminium balusters.

It is possible to conceive of a world with- 
out any of the other arts. That world 
would, of course, be incalculably poorer 
than the one we know. But it is just con- 
ceivable that we could exist without pic- 
tures, without music, without sculpture, 
even without books. All these are just be- 
yond the barest necessities of life, beyond 
what is provided as the minimum level of 
existence. 

It is not difficult to see how important 
is the architect’s role in society. Countless 
examples, each trivial enough in_ itself, 
come to mind. The house I live m now is 
by far the most convenient and by far the 
ugliest in which I have ever lived. That 
simple fact (you must take it from me 
that it is a fact) raises at once several 
interesting questions. First, can it really 
be the ugliest if it is the most convenient? 
On that point I personally have no doubts 
at all. It is to me quite plain that it is 
possible, however awkward it may be for 
some theorists, for a house to be at the 
same time ugly and convenient or deeply 
attractive and quite hopeless as a * machine 
for living.” Then, secondly and arising 
from this, is the ugliness all on the outside 
and the convenience on the inside? Even 
if we get as near to bedrock as to say that 
ultimately the job of the architect is en- 
closing a bit of space, then at once prob- 
lems of profound simplicity arise. Is the 
space that is so enclosed to be the scene 
of the worship of God in full religious 
awe? Then the space so enclosed is Liver- 
pool Cathedral. Is it to be the scene of the 
fission or the fusion of atoms? Then you 
produce Harwell or Windscale or Doun- 
reay. Is it to be a factory for making 
bank-notes, or a luxury hotel or a tycoon’s 
office suite, or a part of a street in a New 
Town? Do you see what you have done? 
The space, before you got hold of it, was 
quite undifferentiated. 


Enclosure of Space 


There is no intrinsic difference between 
a bit of empty unwalled space on the top 
of a hill overlooking the Mersey, or on the 
banks of the Thames or on the coast of 
Cumberland. That number of cubic feet 
of empty air is, so far as I know, just the 
same wherever you may find it. Its en- 
vironment is different, ef course, and what 
is below it and around it varies from one 
place to the other. But in themselves 
100,000 cubic feet of space are pretty much 
the same the world over. Then the archi- 
tect comes along. And by what he does 
he gives that empty space all kinds of new 
properties. Not only does he arrange that 
there are walls, of stone or brick or glass 
or concrete, so that the space has an out- 
side covering which passers-by can see. He 
also, in the same act, gives the space a 
private interior covering which only those 
can see who enter it. 

I for one never cease to marvel at the 
implications, for private living and for 
public experience. of the act which is so 
simply described as ‘enclosing a Piece of 
space.” What is very clear to me is the 


profundity of the influence, ceaselessly and 
remorselessly exercised on every single one 
of us, for 24 hours of each day of our 
lives, by the results of your space-enclos- 
ing activities.

It goes further than this—and here is 
something which I cannot attempt to ex- 
plain. When you have done this, when 
you have put some walls round some empty 
space, you have not only given that space 
some walls which in turn enter into rela- 
tionships with other walls. You have done 
something else, something which | do not 
profess to understand. You have—whether 
you know it or not—actually altered the 
nature of the space which you have en- 
closed. 

Is there any wonder, then, that we more 
ordinary people look upon you and your 
works with a good deal of emotion? There 
is. | know, much violence in the judgments 
of many of us ignorant folk about particu- 
lar pieces of painting or music or poetry. 
But I believe that there is even more vio- 
lence in the adjectives which are used 
about buildings. This is interesting, and I 
venture to suggest, both tentatively and 
presumptuously, reasons for it. 

I suggest, first, that the vividness of 
public reaction is in direct ratio to the 
complexity of the art which is being judged. 
A picture is in two dimensions. It is pos- 
sible to get excited about it, for any one 
or any combination of several reasons, one 
of which may be the degree of accuracy or 
completeness with which it simulates three 
dimensions. A_ piece of sculpture is in 
three dimensions. And the excitement 
which it arouses has (so to speak) another 
whole dimension’s-worth of scope. 

My immediate concern is with the com- 
plexity of the form and the materials 
which the artist uses. No artist suffers 
from or rejoices in a greater complexity 
than the architect. I am _ thinking not 
simply of materials in the narrow sense, 
brick, stone, glass, concrete, steel, but of 
the vast assembly of different kinds of 
matter to which you give significant and 
total form. It has been my privilege to 
see something, at fairly close quarters, of a 
considerable architectural enterprise in 
recent years. It would clearly be improper 
for me here to express any judgment on 
the result. But it would be equally im- 
proper for me to fail to bear a layman's 
testimony to the sheer aesthetic and intel- 
lectual pleasure of watching the artist at 
work, of living through the statement of 
the problem, of being present at the 
assembling, in imagination, of the fantasti- 
cally varied elements of the material, and 
of partaking in a very small degree in the 
gradual embodiment in visible form of the 
artist’s inspiration. 

You are so important, and you invite 
strong words, of approval or disapproval, 
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because what you construct you compose 
out of such a variety of materials. 

Secondly, it is not only its complexi'y 
which makes the work of the architect a 
matter of public interest or concern. There 
is also its plain straightforward impor- 
tance. For one thing, your works are so 
damnably permanent. We can _ ignore 
music which offends us; we can, if we are 
fools enough, shut our ears to poetry; we 
can even, if we feel like it, slash a picture 
with a palette-knife. All these we can des- 
troy, or ignore; and we can treat them, if 
we are so disposed, as ephemeral non- 
senses. But you cannot just ignore build- 
ings. But even the permanence and 
obviousness of a building are not, of 
course, the main things about it. The main 
thing is that your works are all round us, 
that they are, in a very real sense, the 
background of our daily lives; and the in- 
fluence of that background may be incalcul-. 
able but is assuredly very real. I believe 
that it makes a difference to man’s very 
heart and soul if he lives in a gracious and 
civilised house, and it makes a difference 
to his heart and soul if he lives in a mean 
and squalid tenement. Why this should 
be I cannot in the last resort, explain. 

Your influence is not at its strongest 
when it flows from what is spectacular or 
dramatic or aiming at effect. The un- 
obtrusive natural good manners of a build- 
ing Or a crescent or a square can be, I 
humbly suggest, more influential than 
something which shouts louder. We do not 
need to 
appreciate the profound and lasting nature 
of insensible or unconscious influence; all 
good education is based on it. I have 
attempted no explicit theory of aesthetics. 
Indeed I may well have revealed my in- 
competence in this whole field. But I take 
comfort, at the end of the day, in my 
master’s ending. Let those who will, argue 
about the true, the beautiful and the good. 
There is no ultimate conflict between them. 
It is your high task to embody them all, 
to materialise these forms, to make for all 
of us things beautiful and true and good 
to be the background whose ceaseless in- 
fluence will make our humble ordinary 
daily lives more true, more beautiful and 
more good.

HE site is near Farnley Tyas, south 
of Huddersfield, at the edge of 
a 200-foot drop into a_ thickly 
wooded valley. There are views in all 
directions of woods and moorland. 
The site is 100 yards long, but only 20 
yards wide at its greatest extent, being 
segmental in shape, with a secondary 
road along the straight edge, and an 
escarpment on the curved. The house 
is placed right on the edge of the drop, 
as far away from the road as was 
possible, with a wide terrace looking out 
towards Holme Moss. 


The area of the house is approxi- 
mately 1,600 sq. ft.; it is largely 
devoted to one ‘ space’ with only the 
bedroom and service stack totally en- 
closed within the house, which relies 
upon changes in floor level, necessitated 
by the site, and not upon walls and 
partitions, for the definition of 
‘rooms’ within. These floors are 
arranged around the central service

core, which houses all pipes, fittings storage, and bed 
supports the connecting staircases. Apart from a 
small landing between bedroom and bathroom, there 
is virtually no waste circulation space. Conditions LULL | 
made by the client were only three in number—the } 
house should be cheaply and easily run and main- gallery | 
tained; it should be most spacious where the family 
lived and worked, even if, at the outset, owing to 
restrictions and the high cost of building, some 
hardship would be caused through lack of bedroom 
space (now remedied by the addition of another 
bedroom and a nursery within the existing timber 
structure over the garage) and, finally, the house should 
make special provision for entertainment, and the 
reproduction of music, both live and recorded. 
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There are five different levels within the house—the 
central one, the living-room dominating all the others 
by its greater height (12 ft. 6in.) and size. Smaller, more 
intimate spaces open off it and are visible from it. 
On the east and lowest side of the house is the dining- 
room with its kitchen partially screened by a sideboard 
unit suspended between the structural columns. The 
kitchen is provided with a continuous worktop and 
storage unit below the window with more storage space, 
and an extract fan and hood over the cooker and other 
mechanical units on the north wall. Between this floor 
and the living-room is the study and main entrance, 
with a small cloakroom adjacent in the service stack. 
Separating living-room and study is the large fitting Lt it Lil. 
housing the recording apparatus, whilst on the next Scale of Feet 


level is a ‘ gallery,’ overlooking the main living-room 5 Oo Le) 20 
below. 


The gallery has a workroom at its northern GROUND .FLOOR PLAN 
end, and a sleeping porch at the southern end, canti- 

levered over the valley. From the gallery, more steps 
lead to the bedroom and bathroom, and sliding glass 
doors lead out on to the terrace over the garage, 
which is now roofed and glazed to house a guest-room 
and nursery. 








The ground floor ‘s mainly l-in. Yorkstone squared 
flags, with a kiln-dried camphorwood strip floor in the 
living-room—upper floors are close carpeted. Walls 
around the service core are of 3-in. breeze either 
plastered or faced with mahogany boarding. Ceilings 
throughout are of plywood panels faced with either 
gaboon mahogany or birch and polished. All furniture 
and fittings designed at the same time as the house.

PART-TIME ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION 

From a Correspondent 


(, EOGRAPHICALLY, Leeds is favoured 


in that—lying at the centre of a large 
area containing a diversity of industrial, 
social and ecclesiastical functions, both 
ancient and modern—there is a heavy con- 
centration of private and official architects 
whose assistants create a demand for 
forms of architectural training as an alter- 
native to full-time study at a * Recognised ° 
school. 

It is littlhe wonder therefore that since 
the first recorded course in 1922, there has 
been an increasing call for some form of 
organised part-time education. 1922 
marked the first anniversary of the RIBA’s 
granting to the full-time course exemption 
from the Intermediate Examination, and 
records- show that by 1928 partial recogni- 
tion had been extended to the four-years 
part-time course, then of 16 hours’ duration 
per week. During those early years it 
appears that the output of successful stu- 
dents from the course averaged two to three 
per annum. 

The course continued under the guidance 
of Joseph Addison and later of Joseph S. 
Allen until the outbreak of war in 
eventually to be forced 


into temporary 


1939, 
when it suffered a depletion in numbers, 





abandonment in the years 1945-52 due to 
the unprecedented influx of ‘* post-war 
bulge’ full-time diploma students and the 
consequent lack of accommodation. 

The return of Frank Chippindale to the 
School, this time as Head. marked the start 
of reorganisation and the reopening of 
day and evening courses for a five-years 
course of 15 hours per week to Intermedi- 
ate RIBA level, with a further three years 
to Final standard. Under the enthusiastic 
supervision of Dr. J. Quentin Hughes, an 
average intake of students 


Over ten per 
year became a normal event. In 1955 the 
general organisation of the course was 


taken over by Kenneth Turner, and it be- 
came evident that further improvements 
could be made, beneficial to both students 
and employers, if the Intermediate course 
were concentrated into four years of 22 
hours per week. This course of two full 
days and evening work has now become 
established. and the former __ five-years 
course is being discontinued 

Now another important date can be in- 
cluded in the records of the Leeds School 
of Architecture. since the RIBA has now 
formally recognised the School's Composite 
Course for exemption from the Inter- 
mediate and Final Examinations of the

RIBA, with the exception of an examina- 
tion in Professional Practice. The recogni- 
tion of a composite course of this particu- 
lar type, with equivalent exemption to a 
full-time course, is unique in the history of 
British architectural education. It imple- 
ments the policy recommended in_ the 
Report on Training and Qualification for 
Associateship Membership of the RIBA 
with particular reference to the paragraph 
‘it is the duty of the Royal Institute to 
study the needs of part-time students and 
to improve the courses of training open to 
them. Careful attention must therefore be 
given to the possibility of bringing these 
entrants within the sphere of the system 
of recognised schools.’ 

The 78 students now attending the 
course, can, therefore, look to their future 
confident that their training will be of a 
standard officially acceptable to the pro- 
fession as a whole. If the enthusiasm of 
the composite course students is any indi 
cation, there is no doubt that

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‘HE SOLAR HOUSE 


The house placed first, designed by PETER R. LEE 


Whee Solar House was designed by Peter R. Lee, in 
collaboration with the firm of Bliss and Campbell 
of Minneapolis. It was the winning entry in the 1957 
International Architectural Competition, for which he was 
awarded the first prize, $2,500. He was affiliated, for 
the purposes of the competition, with Robert L. Bliss, 
AIA. Mrs. Anna Campbell Bliss, the junior partner in 
the firm of Bliss and Campbell, won second prize in the 
competition. 

The Phoenix solar house will be unique in that it is the 
first house designed especially for ‘living with the sun’ in 
the Arizona desert region. It is unique, also, in that it 
gives a unified solution to the problem of using solar 
energy for supplying the heat requirements needed for 
comfortable living in the house during the winter, for 
warming the swimming pool water, and for supplying the 
domestic hot water requirements throughout the entire 
year. The house is oriented so that its free-standing 
screen walls prevent the summer sun from falling directly 
on the side walls. 

Solar energy is collected by 17 rows of movable louvres,

which serve the dual purpose of collecting solar radiation 
and of producing the shade which is necessary for com- 
fortable living in Arizona. At sunset, the louvres will 
automatically rotate until their faces are turned towards 
the ground, and their insulated backs face the sky. 


These solar collectors will supply the heat needed to 
keep the residence comfortably warm during the winter, 
to heat the domestic water, and to warm the swimming 
pool which is an integral feature of the design. Auxiliary 
heat will be supplied by an electrically-operated heat pump, 
which will also provide summer cooling. Storage of 
heated water in winter and chilled water in summer will 
be in a large buried tank. 


In commenting on the choice of Mr. Lee’s design for the 
first prize, the chairman of the jury, Dean Pietro Belluschi, 
FAIA, of Massachusetts Institute of Technology, said: 
‘Among the outstanding merits of the winning entry were 
its directness and sense of unity, and the logic of its solar 
equipment, which acts in the double capacity of shade 
louvres in the summer and heat collectors in the winter.’ 
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CONCRETE blast screen for airport 

use has recently been erected by the 
Modular Concrete Co., Ltd., for the 
British Overseas Airways Corporation at 
London Airport. This trial length of 
screen is 109 ft. long, 13 ft. high and leans 
forward at an angle of 60 deg. to divert 
upwards the slipstream from the engines 
of * Britannia’ aircraft which stand about 
60 ft. away from the screen. 

Portable steel blast screens have been 
used by BOAC on aprons and _hard- 
standings to prevent the wastage of large 
areas while engine test runs are in progress. 
A more economic screen was, however, 
required for fixed locations. The new 
concrete screen, built to BOAC require- 
ments, is a prototype fixed screen for use 
along presently unused land on apron 
edges. BOAC engineers will carefully 
observe how the screen behaves and the 
degree of maintenance it requires. If 
tests with this trial length of screen are 
satisfactory, it is hoped to make appre- 
ciable savings both in capital and mainten- 
ance costs, as the concrete screen, unlike 
the steel one, requires no painting. 

The screen has dog leg frames, set at 
6 ft. 4 in. centres bolted down to a con- 
tinuous concrete footing 2 ft. 6 in. square 
in section which is buried in the 
ground. The frames are 7} in wide and 
have slots cast either side to hold the 
precast concrete planks which are 12 in. 
wide by 1} in. thick.

To Study British Airports 


Mr. RENE GUZMAN, 36-year-old Chief

construction. In 1948, Mr. Guzman 
qualified at the University of Chile with 
a thesis called * An International Airport 
for Santiago.” Now Santiago Airport is 
to be rebuilt to his design and he is keen 
to study British techniques before 
making final plans. 


Threat to Ripon Cathedral 


THE West Front of Ripon Cathedral 
will be endangered by the proposed trunk 
road which will run past it, states the 
Dean of Ripon, the Very Rev. F. LI. 
Hughes, in the Cathedral magazine. He 
writes: ‘The best opinion available is 
that the fabric of your Cathedral is en- 
dangered by this road.’ 

He continues: ‘ Only recently were we 
confronted with the fact that a final 
inquiry was being held into objections, 
after which the road would in due course 
be built. We therefore called in the 
greatest expert on the effects of vibration 
in the world, and he stated his definite 
opinion that the West Front of the Cathe- 
dral would be affected to an extent which 
might lead to the necessity of its rebuild- 
ing at a cost of anything up to £250,000. 
‘He completely shattered the thesis 
that special materials exist which can 
make road surfaces absorb vibrations. No 
such materials are known to road engi- 
neers. It cannot be done.’ 


Visits to Ancient Monuments 


Over six million people last year 
visited the ancient monuments and his- 
toric buildings maintained by the Minis- 
try of Works in England, Wales and 
Scotland. The figures for total attend- 
ance were higher than any previously re- 
corded, being 5,174,800 for England and 
Wales and 978,800 for Scotland. 

As usual, the Tower of London was the 
most popular building of the year, pass- 
ing the million for the fifth successive 
year with 1,064,400 visitors; of this num- 
ber 668,600 paid to see the Crown Jewels. 








The State Apartments at Hampton Court 
Palace attracted 441.000 people, and 
nearly 230,000 went to Stonehenge. Other 
English monuments to receive attend- 
ances both large and increasing were 
Carisbrooke Castle (157,300), Osborne 
House (111,000), Scarborough Castle 
(78,000), Whitby Abbey (74,000) and 
Kenilworth Castle (71,200). Increases of 
10,000 over 1956 were recorded by Kew 
Palace, with 54,700 visitors, and Clifford's 
Town, York, with 64,500, while Tyne- 
mouth Castle and Priory went up by 
nearly as much, to 25,700. 

The most popular monuments in Wales 
were, as usual, the castles of Caernarvon, 
Conway and Harlech, where sightseers 
numbered, respectively, 120,900, 105,100 
and 68,400. 

In Scotland, Edinburgh Castle attracted 
390,600 people and the Palace of Holy- 
roodhouse 224,300. Outside the capital, 
the Scottish monuments in order of popu- 
larity were led by Stirling Castle (53,600), 
Dryburgh Abbey (37,300) and Melrose 
Abbey (36,900). 


Statue of Sir Walter Raleigh 


IN THE House of Commons on March 
4, Sir Hamilton Kerr, MP, asked the 
Minister of Works whether he was yet 
in a position to make a statement regard- 
ing the erection of a statue to Sir Walter 
Raleigh in London, in commemoration of 
the 350th anniversary of the foundation 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia. 

Replying, Mr. Hugh Molson said that 
a bronze statue of Sir Walter Raleigh 
was to be erected in front of the National 
Gallery in the position at present occu- 
pied by the statue of James II which 
would be moved to the lawn in front of 
the Foreign Office facing St. James’s Park. 

The statue of Raleigh was being pro- 
vided by a group who had commissioned 
Mr. William McMillan as the sculptor. 
*I am sure,’ he added, ‘the House will 
wish to join me in paying tribute to the 
public spirit of this group for their 
imaginative gift.’ 

Sir Walter Raleigh was the founder 
of the first permanent settlement in Vir- 
ginia. 


£25m. Edgbaston Scheme 


Work on a scheme to redevelop 
Edgbaston, Birmingham's most fashion- 
able suburb, in the next 40 years is to 
begin almost immediately, it was 
announced on March 10 by the owners, 
the Calthorpe Estate. The estimated cost 
of the first stage of the work, to be com- 
pleted within 10 years, is £25m. 


Edgbaston was built to house the 
merchants and industrialists of early 
nineteenth-century Birmingham. Much 
of the building is Georgian and Regency 
in style, though early Victorian in date. 


Two overriding considerations have 
shaped the outline scheme drawn up by 
Mr. John H. D. Madin, ARIBA, the con- 
sultant architect. These were, first, to 
increase the residential density of the 
estate as a contribution to Birmingham's 
urgent need for more housing accommo- 
dation; and, secondly, to preserve the 
amenities and character of the area. 


The population of the two-and-a-half 
square miles of the estate will Be increased 
from 8,000 to 26,000. Four thousand 
new ‘living units’ are to be built. Much 
of the accommodation will be in blocks 
of flats ranging from three or four storeys 
to 12 to 14 storeys. These will be set in 
the large gardens surrounding the present 
houses. 


Some 70 acres near Five Ways will be 
set aside as a business area. e blocks 
of up to 16 storeys will be sited in pre- 
cincts and only a third of the ground will 
be built upon.

FROM ‘THE BUILDER’ OF 1858 
Saturday, March 13, 1858 


THE PURIFICATION AND EMBANKMENT 
OF THE THAMES.—After a minute survey 
of the river from Staines to Gravesend it 
was agreed to recommend a general em- 
bankment on both sides of such width 
as might deepen the stream, improve the 
navigation, wall out the mud-banks, and 
accelerate the removal of sewage. 


The pressing evils from which London 
at present suffers are a filthy river, 
crowded thoroughfares and want of large 
spaces, where population is dense, for 
pure air and healthful recreation. No 
finer promenade is conceivable in the 
heart of London than the magnificent 
terrace which would then adorn the river 
front. If the present pestilential mud- 
slope were converted into an ornamental 
and raised structure, it would be as 
natural to resort to the Thames to inhale 
fresh life, as it is now to hold the nostril 
when compelled to approach its banks. 

It is difficult to understand what in- 


superable obstacles prevented the execu- 
tion of this work.

houses in traditional materials at a construction cost of £1,000 each, exclusive 
of external works and outbuildings. The plan of the first type of this series provides 
accommodation for a five-person family and includes on the ground floor a living- 
room, dining/kitchen, bathroom and separate w.c., and on the first floor two double 
and one single bedrooms. The total area of the house is 800 ft. super : all the 
rooms individually, and the aggregate living space, conform to the Housing Manual 
requirements.

Mounting Costs of Construction 
Cause Concern 


fF*REASURY CONCERN at the steadily 
mounting cost of the estimates for the 
Gatwick Airport project is referred to by 
Sir Frank Tribe, Comptroller and Auditor- 
General, in his report on the Civil Appro- 
priation Accounts, 1956-57, published 
recently (Stationery Office, price 16s.). 

He points out that the capital cost of the 
first stage of the development, which pro- 
vided for one runway, a terminal area and 
a maintenance area, was tentatively esti- 
mated in 1952 at about £6m., including the 
cost of land and road diversions. That 
figure, based on information from the Air 
Ministry's Works Department, excluded 
departmental expenses which, on the analogy 
of London Airport, would have been charge- 
able at 10 per cent. on the cost of the works 
had that department designed and supervised 
the work. In June, 1955, the Ministry of 
Civil Aviation obtained Cabinet authority 
to employ a firm of consulting engineers to 
carry out surveys and to design and super- 
vise the main engineering works. 

Work on the site began in 1955, and in 
May, 1956, the Ministry informed the 
Treasury that the civil engineering works to 
be handled by the consultants, which 
accounted for £3,100,000 of the original 
estimate, were then estimated to cost 
£3,600,000. Earlier plans had _ been 
drastically revised to keep the total within 
the initial £6m. In October of that year 
the Treasury were given a detailed analysis 
of the scheme on the basis of a total esti- 
mated cost of £6,600,000. 

The Ministry informed the Treasury in 
May last year that a review of progress 
indicated that because of site conditions, 
rises in costs and expansions in traffic, they 
expected to have the greatest difficulty in 
restricting expenditure to about £6,800,000. 
Details were sought by the Treasury and 
showed that in December, 1957, the esti- 
mate for the first stage of the development 
of the airport was £7,200,000, including 
about £4,500,000 for work handled by the 
consulting engineers. Total expenditure 
incurred to October, 1957, was about £4m. 
The two main contracts for runways, 
taxitracks, etc. (£1,808,000), and for the ter- 
minal building (£939,000) were let in 1956. 
Early in 1957 the Ministry’s finance branch 
apparently experienced difficulty in recon- 
ciling figures in the accounts presented for 
payment after certification ‘by the con- 
sultants with the figures of the bills of quan- 
tities forming the basis of the contracts. 
In explanation, the consultants pointed out 
that a scheme of the magnitude of the 
Gatwick project would normally take two 
or three years to prepare, but the com- 
pletion date fixed by the Ministry—Easter 
this year—had reduced the time for the 
preparation of drawings and bills of quan- 
tities to about nine months, and this period 
also included all the survey work, demoli- 
tions and site clearance. 

Extraordinary measures had to be 
adopted, including, in the case of the two 
Main contracts, the issue to tenderers of 
approximate bills of quantities to obtain a 
schedule of rates for various items of the 
work, so that those rates could be applied 


to such work as was carried out. Thus the 
prices for the various sections contained 
in the bills of quantities, on the basis of 
which the contracts were let, might not bear 
any resemblance to the final cost of the com- 
pleted works. As an example, extensive 
changes of plan relating to runways, etc., 
had been decided on just before the issue 
of bills of quantites to tenderers, but to 
avoid delay the bills had not been amended 
to provide for those. 

The consultants could offer no solution 
to these particular difficulties of the 
Ministry, but they expressed a willingness to 
explain reasons for any items in question, 
and gave an assurance that they themselves 
maintained a rigid cost control, and would 
inform the Ministry if they thought that 
the actual costs on any section of the work 
would involve material changes from their 
esimates. 


EVERYDAY THINGS 


XX, —Architects’ Beards

WHuaAT should an architect look like? 
What should members of any trade, 
profession or calling look like for that 
matter? The thought came to my mind 
when an architect friend of mine told me 
the other day that on being introduced to 
one of the members of a client firm whom 
he had not previously met, he was 
greeted by the remark ‘ But I thought all 
architects wore beards.’ To which he 
replied: ‘Oh no: an architect is supposed 
to look like someone who can be trusted 
with his client’s money.’ 
It takes a bit of working out, but on 
the whole I don’t think it’s a bad answer. 
I wonder if we architects perhaps do 
give enough thought to what we look 
like. After all, we talk a great deal about 
facades and function, and I do not think 
we can altogether afford to ignore our 
own facades in relation to our function. 
There seems to be a tendency among the 
general public to think of an architect 








either as a man who goes around with a 
tape measuring odd bits of land, or as a 
dilettante young man with a beard and 
a bow tie. 

Heaven forbid that we should lose our 
individual and distinctive personalities in 
a uniformity of appearance, and the beard 
certainly offers unlimited possibilities— 
long and Chelsea, square and Blooms- 
bury, strong masculine and Thames 
Yachting, soft downy and Burlington 

e your drawing board and 
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design your own. There is room for 
idiosyncrasies both of appearance and 
behaviour in a profession which com- 
bines art with business and calls for 
administrative competence combined 
with an ability to perform athletic feats 
on ladders. 

Nevertheless, I do think some of the 
younger members of our profession do 
us a disservice with their cultivated 
eccentricities which do not represent the 
responsibility of outlook and soundness 
of judgment with which we would like to 
be credited. 


Criticism falls more and more on archi- 
tects’ heads in these days when it is 
enough to design a building to invoke a 
battery of near-abuse: and the kind of 
criticism which is particularly trying is 
that which sets out to show that the archi- 
tect is really an impractical fellow with 
his head in the clouds and no knowledge 
of how life is lived or what it costs. 

Whatever individual style we favour, 
therefore,—beard or no beard—let not 
our appearance belie us as the responsible 
members of the community that we know 
ourselves to be. 


NEW IDEAS IN 
BUILDING 


Opposition by Management 
Alleged 


R. J. E. A. BROWNRIGG, ARIBA, 
chairman of the Guildford District 
Chapter of the South Eastern Society of 
Architects, referred-tco- what he described as 
opposition by management and those work- 
ing on building sites to the new ideas which 
certain architects were trying to put into 
operation, when speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Surrey Association of Builders’ 
Foremen and Clerks of Works, at the Prince 
of Wales Hotel, Guildford, on February 28. 
Proposing the toast of the Association, 
Mr. BRownRIGG said most people engaged in 
the building industry were struggling to do 
a reasonably good job in a profession that 
was, perhaps, bogged down in a reactionary 
morass. Unfortunately many on building 
sites, and regrettably a large number of man- 
agements, were offering opposition to the 
new ideas which certain architects were try- 
ing to put into operation. 

Mr. Brownrigg said he had recently been 
to America and found the building industry 
there vastly different from what it was here. 
Statistically, the US industry was much more 
productive. He had actually seen labourers 
running with wheelbarrows in the US and 
there were long lines of building operatives’ 
cars at sites. 


‘I think the people who can help to 
improve the industry are the building 
unions,’ said Mr. Brownrigg. ‘In America 
the extraordinary difference is that building 
unions take a terrific pride in their work 
and they will actually throw a man out of 
the unions if he gets sacked three times for 
incompetence. By keeping up standards 
they can keep up their bargaining powers.’ 

Mr. Brownrigg appealed to the industry 
in this country to be very progressive in its 
attitude to new methods, materials and 
mechanical aids. There was, he felt, still 
too much opposition to them. 
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The Town Planning Institute 
MR. BROOKE ON THE PLANNER’S TASK 


HE need for widespread public 
enlightenment on the aims and 
methods of planning if the cause of good 
planning is to be strengthened, was 
emphasised by Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, when he spoke at the annual dinner 
of the Town Planning Institute, which 
was held at the Savoy Hotel, London, on 
March 6 with the President, Mr. B. J. 
Collins, in the chair. 


THE PRESIDENT, who proposed the 
toast of ‘Her Majesty’s Ministers,’ gave 
a warning of the mistakes that could be 
made in trying to save people from 
themselves, but said that this was, never- 
theless, what the Town Planning Institute 
was trying to do. They wanted to see 
landowners, architects, and others active 
in the field of development, but they also 
wanted to keep people’s eyes open for 
the whole as well as for the part. 

They were all, he hoped, * ultra-per- 
fectionists’ when it came to making 
greater efforts to redeem the scars left 
on the land by the industrial revolution, 
and he did not think that here it was 
wrong to aim high—after all, we had only 
half of the present century left in which 
to put matters right! ‘Let us,’ he added, 
‘be inspired by our ideals.’ 

Mr. Brooke, who responded, said that 
not so many years ago the argument used 
to be for or against planning at all. In 
these days it had shifted. ‘ Now it is how 
to get good planning and how to kill 
stupid planning. Those who still say that 
all planning is a bad thing are quite quick 
to complain when a planning authority 
fails to veto something which they dis- 
like. 

* My own strong belief is that the case 
for planning is made out, and would be 
endorsed by almost everybody, if it were 
explained to them constantly and clearly 
in concrete terms. But the task of vividly 
explaining—which is the secret of carry- 
ing the British people with you—has been 
hardly begun. 

“You are experts. I am simply a poli- 
tician. But it is part of a politician’s busi- 
ness to judge what the people will stand 


or not, and what they will understand or 
not. 


‘You may retort that this is a bad 
thing. You may say that if only we follow 
the experts we shall find our way to the 
promised land—perhaps not tomorrow 
but the day after. Unfortunately—or per- 
haps fortunately—the experts do not 
always agree.’ 


The very heart of good planning, the 
Minister continued, was to reconcile and 
balance conflicting claims. No easy per- 
fection lay within the planner’s grasp. 
When he succeeded it was because he had 
worked out the finest possible com- 
promise between the claims maybe of 
agriculture, of industry, of social needs, 
of civic design, of amenity, of finance, 
and last, but not least, of individual 
wishes and requirements, and had found 
a genuine solution. 


Some compromises might be defeats 
for planning, but many were victories. 
He believed that time would prove that 
one of the finest successes of this kind 
was on a Site not far away—he referred 
to Sir William Holford’s scheme for the 
area around St. Paul’s. 


Guidance Welcomed 


“The man in the street does not boggle 
at compromise,’ said Mr. Brooke. ‘He 
knows from all his own experience what a 
fatal sin it is to be intolerant or ultra- 
perfectionisi. But he wants guidance and 
knows he wants it, and wise guidance he 
will welcome. 


‘That is why it is crucially important 
to find and train the type of person who 
will have a wide enough grasp to bring 
all the varied and conflicting claims into 
synthesis, and to see what the best com- 
promise will be. That is why the educa- 
tional work of the Town Planning 
Institute matters so much to the country.’ 

But to keep in mind the man in the 
street was not enough. What was yet 
more important was to explain to him 
the aims and the normal instruments of 
good planning. Not nearly enough of 
that had been done yet, and until that 
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got done the whole concept and work of 
planning were vulnerable. 

* We are all so busy,’ Mr. Brooke con- 
tinued, ‘that it is hard to find time for 
letting the public know. To arrange ex- 
hibitions, to prepare simple booklets ex- 
plaining development plans, to give talks 
to voluntary bodies on what planning 
tries to do and how—all this takes time, 

“Yet I say that nothing would 
strengthen the cause of good planning 
more than a widespread public enlighten- 
ment about its aims and methods. 


‘Do not imagine that planning is popu- | 
lar, as yet. In the abstract it is suspect. | 
Yet in the practical case, where public 
interest is aroused, I am struck how often 
the public asks for more use of town and 
country planning, not less. Here then is 
the second field in which the Institute 
can help. 


“My request to you is that you will 
join with me in helping to produce 
throughout the country a common mind 
on what should be the aims of good 
planning. If public opinion is confused 
and doubtful, professional skill may wilt 
for lack of clients. But if, aided and 
informed by bodies like yours, public 
opinion crystallises clear and sharp, then 
we can implement it.’ 


PROFESSOR SIR WILLIAM HOLForD, who 
proposed the toast of ‘The Guests,’ said 
he wanted to make two points in regard 
to the Minister’s speech. 


First, he had been rather ‘bowled 
over’ by Mr. Brooke’s kind reference to 
St. Paul’s. Secondly, on the question of 
compromise, in the case of two irrecon- 
cilable alternatives, compromise was the 
inevitable solution. But the one man who 
missed out in the case of compromise 
was the artist—one who thought strongly 
about design could not compromise at all. 
In his opinion, landscape architects and 
designers had to compromise far too 
much today. He thought that the biggest 
problem facing planners in this country 
today was to narrow the areas of con- 
flict between strongly felt irreconcilable 
attitudes which led to the creation of 
non-helpful frictions. 


Mr. W. M. Batcn, President of the 


Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
responded. 








NEW CLIFTON’ BRIDGE, 
NOTTINGHAM.—The longest 
single prestressed concrete span 
in the country, measuring 275 ft., 
forms the central section of this 
new bridge over the River Trent, 
near Nottingham.

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Thermal Insulation of Factories 
PROPOSALS FOR REGULATIONS 


AS announced in our last issue, proposals 
> for regulations to be made under the 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) 
Act, 1957, are contained in a memorandum 
which has been circulated by the Ministry 
of Power to organisations interested in the 
matter. Following is the text of the pro- 
posed regulations: 


Section 1(1)—Standard of Insulation 


1. The purpose of this Section is to pre- 
scribe a standard of insulation for factory 
buildings. 


Proposed Standard 


2. The standard of insulation proposed is 
that the roof of any building shall have: — 


(1) Either, a thermal - transmittance 
coefficient (or ‘U’ value) of 0.3: 


(2) Or, where the local authority is sup- 
plied with information enabling the rate of 
heat loss to be calculated, such thermal 
transmittance coefficient as will provide for 
a rate of heat loss through the roof not 
exceeding 12 BThUs per hour per sq. ft. of 
the roof area when the outside temperature 
is 30 deg. F. 


_N.B.-a) The thermal transmittance coeffi- 
cient will be defined as the number of British 
thermal units transmitted per hour through 
one square foot of the roof when there is 
a difference in temperature of 1° F. between 
the air on the two sides of the structure. 


(b) Section II of the Guide to Current 
Practice, 1955, published Fh Institution of 
Heating and Ventilating ginecers, will be 
the standard reference for the 
determinin 
efficient o 


purpose of 
the thermal transmittance co- 
any structure. 


{c) For the purpose of calculating the 
thermal transmittance coefficient the sum of 
the surface resistances will be 0.85. 


(d) Rooflights or openings in the roof will 
not be required to conform to the insulation 
standard. 

3. It should be possible to achieve 
economically a level of insulation equivalent 
to a ‘U’ value of 0.3 in most factory build- 
ings. It is expected, therefore, that this 
standard, or a higher one, will be generally 
adopted. 

4. However (subject to paragraph five 
below), factories need not be insulated to a 
higher standard than is shown in the 
following table, depending on the internal 
design temperature required :— 


Internal Maximum Thermal Trans- 
Temperature mittance Coefficient 
Deg. F. 
70 0.3 
65 0.34 
60 0.4 
55 0.48 
50 0.6 
45 0.8 
40 1.2 
Under 40 Any 


5. The effect of the standard is that the 
higher the standard of heating provided, the 
higher is the minimum standard of insula- 
tion (and thus the lower is the ‘U’ value) 
required. However, the local authority must 
be informed ofthe internal design tempera- 
tures, or that the building or any part of it 
is to be unheated, if the roof of the building 
Or any part of it (excluding rooflights or 





Openings) is to be constructed with a ‘U’ 
value exceeding 0.3. 

6. Examples of the effect of the standard 
are as follows: — 

(1) In the case of the majority of fac- 
tories, where the minimum internal tempera- 
ture required is 60 deg. F. and the heating 
equipment is designed to provide that 
internal temperature, the roof insulation 
need not exceed 0.4. 

(2) Roofs of unheated buildings or roofs 
covering unheated portions of buildings 
need not be insulated. 

(3) Roofs of buildings whose original 
structure has a ‘U’ value of 0.5 or 0.6 need 
not be further insulated if the internal design 
temperature is less than 55 deg. F. 


(4) Where factories are heated to different: 
degrees in different parts of the buildings, 


the sections of the roof covering the 
different parts may have different ‘U’ 
values. 


Section 3(1)—Restricted Materials 


7. The purpose of this Section is to pro- 
vide that local authorities shall reject plans 
involving the use of materials of the kind 
specified unless they are so manufactured, or 
combined with other materials, or treated, 
as to conform to the specified standard of 
resistance to the spread of flame, or unless 
they are so used that they will not increase 
the risk of fire spreading or breaking out. 
Proposals for restricted materials and 

standard of resistance to spread of flame 

8. The proposals are as follows: — 

(a) Restricted materials. The kind of 
materials proposed to be restricted will be 
those made of or containing any proportion 
of the following :— 

(1) Cellulosic materials such as cork, 
eelgrass, flax, jute, cotton, straw, grain 
husks, paper, wood or fibre. 

(2) Animal fibres such as hair or wool. 

(3) Rubber. 

(4) Bitumen, coal-tar, coal tar distil- 
lates, pitch and blends of any of these 
materials. 

(5) Natural, 
thetic plastics. 


(b) Standard of Resistance to Spread of 
Flame. It is proposed to adopt the British 
Standard 476: Part 1: 1953, Section 2: 
Surface Spread of Flame Test for Materials 
as a basis for the Regulations, and to specify 
as the standard the equivalent of Class 1 of 
the British Standard Classification. 


Section 7—Exemptions 


9. The purpose of this Section is to 
exempt certain classes of factories from the 
provisions of the Act. 

Proposals for Exempted Classes of Buildings 

10. It is proposed to exempt the following 
classes : — 

(1) Boilerhouses. 


(2) Buildings or extensions in which the 
space heating is derived entirely from the 
manufacturing processes carried on therein. 


11. Consideration would, of course, be 


semi-synthetic and syn- 
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given to any further suggestions by repre- 
sentative organisations for the exemption of 
other classes of buildings where it could be 
shown to be unreasonable to apply the 
proposed standard of insulation, There 
are, however, difficulties in framing Regula- 
tions in general terms and any suggestions 
made should, if possible, be in terms of the 
type of manufacturing processes carried on, 
and the case for exemption should be applic- 
able to the generality of buildings in which 
the processes concerned are carried on 
rather than to individual exceptional] cases. 

12. Individual buildings for which a case 
for exemption could be made will be dealt 
with on their merits by the local authority 
exemption procedure. Such exemptions 
will require the consent of the Minister of 
Power. 


Section 6—Date of Operation of 
Regulations 


13. It is proposed that the Regulations 
shall come into force as soon as they are 
made and shall apply to all factory build- 
ings started on or after the date appointed 
in the Act, namely, January 1, 1959.

‘A Disappointing Year,’ says 
President 


*PEAKING at the annual meeting of the 
Federation of Building Block Manu- 
facturers held on March 4 at the Picca- 
dilly Hotel, Wi, Mr. H. G. Friswett, the 
retiring president, in his review said it had 
been a disappointing year for many mem- 
bers. He emphasised the fact that credit 
restrictions had resulted in lower turn- 
overs, narrower margins, and in view of 
the known increases in costs it was clear 
that profit margins had been cut to the 
bone and, in many cases, had been non- 
existent, 

On the future outlook Mr. Friswell said 
that the Government's intention of cutting 
public building by about 20 per cent. in 
1959 and 1960, although no doubt justified 
from a national viewpoint, was bound to 
have severe repercussions on the building 
trade, and particularly on domestic con- 
struction. ‘Some further deterioration in 
trading conditions must, therefore, be an- 
ticipated,’ he added, 

‘It seems to be only yesterday that we 
were being encouraged to expand produc- 
tion, and members may take heart from 
the fact that much building and rebuilding 
remains to be done, he went on. ‘A 
change may come sooner than we antici- 
pate, particularly since there is already 
evidence that our national problem of in- 
flation may, at no distant date, be super- 
seded by the international one of deflation, 
which is already rearing its ugly head 
across the Atlantic.’ Sere

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Rent Act Debate 


MUCH of the political passion which 

has been in evidence in_ recent 
weeks about the operation of the Rent Act 
was strangely subdued when members of 
the House of Commons spent three hours 
on March 4 in consideration of the 
measure at the behest of the Opposition. 
After his experience at a London meeting, 
Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, who was mainly, 
though not wholly responsibie for guiding 
the legislation through Parliament, must 
have been grateful for the restraint which 
MPs showed, especially when one con- 
siders the harassing time he could have had 
at their hands. 

In his defence of the Act, during which 
he expressed the Government's determina- 
tion to press on with it, and not to repeal, 
amend or postpone any provisions, he had 
a comfortable passage. There were some 
occasional noises off, but they were no 
more than the normal actompaniment to 
a debate on a_ controversial issue. 
Naturally, he did not satisfy the Opposi- 
tion, but by half promising that if further 
steps were necessary to secure the objects 
of the Act in a fair and reasonable way 
he would take them, he went a little way 
to assuage the anxiety which is felt among 
so many of his followers. 

Even so, in the last analysis, the divisions 
showed that four back benchers found them- 
selves unable to support him against the 
Opposition’s censure motion, and there 
must have been some other qualified indi- 
cations of support by others. Three of the 
quartet, however, voted in favour of the 
Government’s amendment, which _ ulti- 
mately became the motion, reaffirming their 
belief that the Act would make a valuable 
contribution to the nation’s housing needs. 

Mr. Brooke contended that the Opposi- 
tion had no cause to criticise the Govern- 
ment’s housing policy, for it was their 
failure in the years 1945-51 to. build enough 
houses that had led to more hardship than 
the Rent Act would ever do. The moment 
they had been swept from office a rapid 
expansion had occurred, and for five suc- 
cessive years the Government had hit a 
target 50 per cent. higher than the Labour 
Government had said was good for the 
country. 

Rent control was not a housing policy, 
but the frustration of a wise housing policy. 
Never before had there been so much hous- 
ing room in the country. Within a short 
time three million new houses and flats 
would have been built in Britain since the 
war, two-thirds of them under a Conserva- 
tive Government. The point had been 
reached when between nine and ten million 
people, or about one-fifth of the nation, 
had been enabled to get into good modern 
homes, and that was chiefly due to the 
Government. 

The building of new houses was only one 
of the ways to help people to live better. 
The Government were carrying out a major 
slum clearance drive. Over and above all 
that, it was absolutely essential to en- 
courage repairs and improvements to older 
houses, and to urge on the conversion of 





larger houses into flats or maisonettes, and 
to stop subsidising under-occupation. That 
was the purpose of the Act, which had been 
so successful in stimulating repairs being 
effected that by December 31 last—within 
six months of its becoming operative—local 
authorities had issued only 13,000 certifi- 
cates of disrepair. Another 10,000 were 
under consideration. 


Many of the hardships which had been 
mentioned in the House arose from the 
Labour Party’s thoughtless and misleading 
pledge to municipalise rented property. 


Brick Industry's Difficulties 


PPHE whole brick industry was said by 

Mr. MOoLson, Minister of Works, to 
be facing competition from new and in 
same cases more suitable building 
materials. He was answering a question 
by Mr. J. Idwal Jones, in the Commons on 
March 4, about his action to safeguard the 
future of the brick and tile industry in 
North Wales. 

He told Mr. Jones that he was aware 
that there had been a decline in the output 
of bricks in North Wales, but the trends of 
production there were not dissimilar to 
those elsewhere. Production of tiles had 
increased in 1957. 

In the case of two brickworks which had 
closed recently in North Wales, one had 
exhausted its supply of clay, but the other 
near Wrexham had some reserves of clay. 
Its kilns were in a ruinous state of repair, 
but it might be brought back into use to 
meet seasonal demands. 

Dr. BarNnetr Stross asked the Minister 
of Labour, for figures showing the number 
of men employed in the brick-making in- 
dustry in North Staffordshire in 1956 and 
at the latest available date. 

Mr. IAIN MACLEOD, in a written reply on 
March 4 stated.—Statistics of employment 
in local areas are obtained in respect of the 
end of May only in each year. At end- 
May, 1956, the estimated total number of 
male employees in employment in the 
bricks and fireclay goods industry in North 
Staffordshire was 3,600. The corresponding 
figure for end-May, 1957, was 3,300. 


Employment Problems and 
Apprenticeship 


De. BARNETT STROSS also called 

attention to unemployment in the 
building industry in Stoke-on-Trent and 
asked the Minister of Works, to state the 
size of the labour force employed there on 
all forms of building contracts in July, 
1956, and at the last available date. 

Mr. MoLson, replying on March 4, said. 
—The statistics collected by my depart- 
ment from the building and civil engineer- 
ing industries do not show the size of the 
labour force actually employed in any par- 
ticular area. 

Dr. Stross said that there had been a 
dramatic and unhappy diminution, and 
asked whether the Minister was of the 
opinion that this had been because there 
were only 200 houses to rent being built 
by the local authority compared with 2,000 
two years ago, or was it because of a 
reduction in building contracts of all 
types? Would he discuss this with the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and point out 
some of the effects of his policy? 

Mr. MOLSON said that the increase in 
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the number of unemployed had arisen from 
a reduced housing programme by the City 
of Stoke-on-Trent. He understood that 
Dr. Stross had been in communication with 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment about that. 

Dr. Stross also asked the Minister 
whether he has noted that in North Staf- 
fordshire apprentices in the building in- 
dustry were unable to find work after their 
training is completed; and whether he pro- 
posed to take any action to remedy this 
grievance. 

Mr. Motson.—l am aware that there 
are fewer vacancies for building craftsmen 
in North Staffordshire than in some other 
areas. I should hope that any young 
craftsman who may experience difficulty in 
finding suitable employment locally will 
look further afield. 

Dr. Srross suggested that there were 
similar problems facing craftsmen further 
afield. It was felt by those young people 
that they had been defrauded because they 
had been promised there would be an 
opportunity to build something. 

Mr. MOLSON said that he did not think 
the situation in which young craftsmen felt 
it was impossible to find employment else- 
where had arisen. The building industry 
was unlike the manufacturing industry, 
and it was necessary for workers to go 
where the work was available, instead of 
the work being brought to them. 


Royal Mint Reconstruction 


FRRECONST RUCTION of the _ Royal 

Mint, which is estimated to cost 
£1,025,000, including the cost of acquiring 
the extra land needed, is expected to begin 
next year. 

In announcing this on March 4, Mr. 
MOoLson, Minister of Works, stated that the 
buildings to be demolished in reconstruct- 
ing the Mint and widening East Smithfield 
were mainly business premises and shops. 
There was one dwelling house, and the re- 
maining living accommodation comprised 
the upper floors of a public house and of 
a commercial building and rooms over five 
shops. 

He denied, in reply to questions, that 
they were leaving the property derelict. It 
was essential that the Mint should have 
space enough to modernise its equipment. 
It was one of the few nationalised indus- 
tries working at a profit. The existing 
building was erected in 1811 and enlarged 
in 1881. It was time they gave it an 
opportunity to be modernised and extended. 

The area had been designated for the 
extension by the LCC. It was a necessary 
measure, and he did not think that any 
hardship was being inflicted on anyone.

Central Housing Committee’s

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, in a written reply 
on March 4 to three questions by Mr. Albert 
Evans about the advice of the Central 
Housing Advisory Committee on under- 
occupation and vacancies, overcrowding 
and closing or demolition orders and on 
matters relating to the carrying out of 
enactments in connection with housing. 
said:

reports which refer in part to all of these 
matters, although no report was limited to 
these subjects alone, In addition, the dis- 
cussions at the regular meetings of the com- 
mittee cover many aspects of housing and 
often bear on these problems. A _ sub- 
committee is inquiring into the general 
problems of housing management. Its terms 
of reference are: ‘To review present 
arrangements for the management of the 
housing estates of local authorities and in 
particular the functions of housing man- 
agers, and to make recommendations.’ 


Slum Clearance, Wales 


Mr. Gower asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and Minister for 
Welsh Affairs for a full statement about 
the progress of slum clearance in Wales. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on March 
4. stated that 8,075 houses were demolished 
or closed in Wales up to the end of 1957 
under the local authority slum clearance 
programme, The number for 1957 was 
1,363. He could not give a firm estimate 
for 1958, but the number would exceed 
that for 1957. 

Mr. Gower also asked the Minister how 
many houses had been erected by Welsh 
local authorities for occupation by old 
people in each of the last three years; and 
for his estimate of the number to be 
erected during the next 12 months. 

Mr. BROOKE stated in another written 
answer: During the last three years Welsh 
local authorities have built 400, 199 and 243 
one-bedroom bungalows, These are not 
provided exclusively for old people but are 
especially suitable for them, I cannot give 
a firm estimate for 1958, but the number is 


likely to show a considerable increase over 
1957. 


Scottish New Towns 


Mr. THOMAS FRASER asked the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, what were the limi- 
tations of technical resources which made it 
impracticable to designate a further new 
town to deal with Glasgow’s overspill 
problem. 

Mr. Mactay, replying on March 4, said: 
These large undertakings require a very 
high standard of overall planning and 
administrative direction. The Government 
consider that to designate another new town 
when Cumbernauld and overspill operations 
are just starting would be a wasteful diver- 
sion of experience and effort which would 
not hasten the resettlement of industry and 
families. 

SPHA Housing Standards 


Miss Hersison asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, how many complaints 
had been received on the ‘ sub-standard con- 
dition’ of houses owned by the Scottish 
Special Housing Association. 

Mr. J. S, Mactay, replying on March 4, 
said: During the past twelve months I have 
received three such complaints. 

Miss HERBISON said that not only in her 
constituency but in others, many of the 
houses built by the association were sub- 
standard, and because of dampness and 
smoke nuisances, the conditions of some in 
her constituency were worse than the slums 
there, 

Mr. Mactay said that he hoped she was 
ensuring that those conditions were brought 





to the attention of the association. Work on 
dampness had been done through all their 
houses, and dampness was not always 
the fault of the construction of the house. 


Factory Insulation 


Mr. Naparro asked the Paymaster 
General when he proposed to consult those 
who were interested in the contents of the 
regulations to be made under the Thermal 
Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957, 
as those regulations must come into force 
not later than January, 1959. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary 
Ministry .of Power, in a written reply on 
March 3, stated: Preliminary proposals for 
Regulations have now been circulated to 
representative organisations for comment. 
The Minister would be glad to arrange on 
request for copies to be sent to any other 
interested organisation which may uninten- 
tionally have been omitted from the circu- 


lation list. [The proposals are given on 
p. 495—Ep.] 
Mr. Trey asked the Parliamentary 


Secretary to the Ministry of Works, what 
information the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research had published to 
help factory owners to apply up-to-date 
methods of improving the heat insulation of 
their buildings. 

Mr. HarMar NICHOLLS replied on March 
4: The Stationery Office have published a 
handbook, Thermal Insulation of Buildings, 
giving the results of heat transmission tests 
carried out over a number of years at the 
Building Research Station, DSIR. This 
publication gives full details of alternative 
methods of heat insulation, and their cost 
for many different types of construction. 


Smoke Measurement Devices 


Mr. Leavey asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, repre- 
senting the Lord President of the Council, 
what research work the Fuel Research 
Station had undertaken on the measurement 
and reduction of industrial smoke. 

Mr. HarMAR NICHOLLS, replying on 
March 4, said: The Fuel Research Station 
of the DSIR has devised two new types of 
instruments to simplify the measurement of 
smoke. One will enable a stoker in the 
boiler house, and the other a smoke inspec- 
tor outside, to know when smoke darker 
than the legal limit is being produced. To 
reduce smoke, the Research Station has 
developed successful smoke _ eliminating 
devices for industrial hand-fired boilers, 

He added in another reply that if the 
device was fixed to all the boilers to which 
it could be fixed there would be a saving of 
1 m. tons of coal a year. 


Widening the Use of Steel 


Mr. HarMAR NICHOLLS, in another reply 
on March 4, stated: The British Iron and 
Steel Research Association, in collaboration 
with steel companies, have already made a 
major contribution in the development of a 
process for manufacturing steel coated with 
a layer of polyvinyl chloride. This coating 
is extremely adherent and durable, and will 
enable steel to be used for a number of 
purposes for which it is not suited untreated. 


Building Preservation Orders 


Mr. Rospert CooKE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government how many 
building preservation orders made under 
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Section 29 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1947, had been confirmed. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
in a written reply on March 3, stated: 111 
orders made by local authorities have been 
confirmed by the Minister or his predeces- 
sors; six of these are no longer effective. 
The 105 orders in force cover 341 buildings. 


London Wall Plans 


Mr. Eric FLeTcuer asked the Minister of 

Works, if, in conjunction with the City 
Corporation, he would arrange for the 
excavation and preservation, in a suitable 
sunken garden, of the exterior face of the 
Roman Wall of London between Falcon- 
street and Cripplegate. 
_ Mr. Mo rson.—1 understand that, since 
this section of the wall was revealed by 
bombing in 1944, it has always been the 
intention of the City Corporation to con- 
solidate and preserve it, with an open space 
on both sides, so that the remains can be 
seen by the public. The City Corporation 
are the owners and the responsible author- 
ity although the preservation work, which 
entails excavation, will be done with the 
advice of my Ancient Monuments Branch. 
The precise layout and timing are matters 
for the City Corporation, but there will be 
full consultation with my department. 


Chiswick House Repairs 


In reply to Mr, MONTGOMERY HYDE, on 
the question of repairs to Chiswick House, 
Mr. MOLson, Minister of Works, stated; 1 
hope that repairs will be completed in time 
for Chiswick House to be opened to the 
public this July. I propose that the building 
should be furnished as nearly as possible in 
its original style and that it should be simply 
a showplace, Prints, drawings and photo- 
graphs of subjects connected with Chiswick 
House will also be on view, many of them 
by courtesy of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Duke of Devon- 
shire, whose generosity in giving some of 
the original fittings for the house I should 
also like to acknowledge. 


Farm Improvement Grants 


Mr. WINGFIELD Dicsy asked the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, what 
was the total amount so far authorised for 
improvement grants; and how much related 
to farm buildings. 

Mr. Gopser, Parliamentary Secretary, in 
a written reply on March 6 stated: Up to 
January 31 the estimated cost of improve- 
ments formally approved in England and 
Wales was £3,949,000, of which £3,341,000 
or 85 per cent. relates to farm buildings.

‘ORGANISING AGENT’ 
FOR SCHOOL BUILDING 


Earlier Start Expected 
THE scheme to allow an 


‘ organising 
agent’ company to build a school for 
Middlesex, which the county council 


approved in principle on February 26, may 
be tried out earlier than the education com- 
mittee planned. 

Most of the county’s building programme 
is educational, and the education committee 
were asked to suggest a suitable building 
for the experiment. The council decided 
that the experiment should be made as soon 
as possible and suspended the standing order 
providing for public notice of invitations to 
tender. 

The Education committee were informed 
on March 10 that the Ministry of Education 
had commented on the method of phasing 
construction work on a new secondary 
school at West Drayton, an instalment of 
which is in the main programme for 1958- 
59. The county architect considers it will 
be necessary to replan the school but has 
insufficient staff to do this. The sites and 
buildings sub-committee consider this to be 
a suitable project for the experiment with 
Intercon Constructions, Ltd. It is recom- 
mended that a contract be entered into at 
a cost provisionally estimated at £115,185. 

The ‘ organising agent ’ company in return 
for a fee relieve the local authority of 
responsibility for preparing plans and 
negotiating with builders. The construc- 
tional work is carried out under their direc- 
tions by a builder selected ftom a list 
submitted by the authority. 

The scheme was described in detail in The 
Builder of February 28 and was the subject 
of comment in The Builder of March 7. 
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‘TRAINING FOR SKILL’ 
Apprentice Recruitment Scheme 


(THE opinion that existing facilities for 

apprenticeship training are inadequate 
in quantity and, in some cases, in quality 
as well, is expressed in a report entitled 
‘Training for Skill,’ published for the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service by 
HMSO, price 2s. 6d. The Sub-Committee 
of the National Joint Advisory Council, 
appointed in the spring of 1956 ‘ to consider 
the arrangements for the training of young 
people in the light of the expected increase 
in the number of young persons entering 
employment and the need to ensure an 
adequate supply of trained workers for 
future needs,’ has put forward in the report 
recommendations for each industry which, 
they hope, will encourage further steps to 
be taken to provide more adequate training 
for school leavers. 

The urgency of the problem is shown in 
the first page of the report which gives the 
numbers of school leavers in each year since 
the Second World War. This has been 
about 640,000 boys and girls up to the pre- 
sent time. This year the number of 15-year- 
olds will rise to 712,000 and in 1962 to 
929,000. In that year there will be 316,000 
more than there were in 1956 which is an 
increase of more than 50 per cent. 


In 1962, also, national service is due to 
come to an end which will mean that gradu- 
ally during the next five years, between 
200,000 and 250,000 young men, who would 
previously have been absent on service, will 
become available for civilian employment. 
These factors will make it necessary to 
ensure that facilities for training over the 
next few years, are adequate. There will 
be a particular need for an increase in the 
number of craft apprenticeships. 

The sub-committee urges all industries to 
examine their needs for skilled workers in 
the future and to decide how they are going 
to train the extra numbers who will be 
needed. It suggests various ways in which 
firms which do not at present train appren- 
tices may do so in future. These include 
group apprenticeship schemes, the provision 
of joint training schemes, extended use of 
pre-apprenticeship courses and, for those 
firms unable to release their apprentices for 
further education on one day each week, the 
use of ‘block release’ under which an 
apprentice attends classes whole time for a. 
period each year equivalent to the time he 
would have spent under ‘ day release.’ 


The need for flexibility is also stressed 
and it is suggested that there should be more 
variation in the upper age limit for entry 
into apprenticeship, and that the selection 
of apprentices should be systematic and 
appropriate standards set. It goes on to 
recommend that more attention should be 
paid to the training of instructors in the art 
of instruction; that the length and scope of 
apprenticeship training should be reviewed 
and that there should be closer co-operation 
between industry and those responsible for 
further education in devising courses. 

In order to follow up the recommenda- 
tions in its report and to collect and dis- 
seminate information about those aspects 
of training which are common to more than 
one industry, the sub-committee recom- 
mends the establishment of a National 
Apprenticeship Council.

P® ESENTING the estimates of income 

and expenditure for the financial 
year 1958-59 at a _— of the London 
County Council on rch 4, Mr. NORMAN 
PRITCHARD, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, gave the total for acquisitions and 
works for the year as £30,572,500.° * This 
is an increase of about £4m. over the esti- 
mates for 1957-58,” he said. ‘ As far as can 
be seen at present the actual expenditure in 
1957-58 is likely to be about £28m.; the in- 
crease arises mainly because expenditure on 
housing will be greater than was expected 

f2m.; £}m. on main drainage; £4m. on 
education; £460,000 on town planning; and 
an increase of £850,000 net in the provision 
for road improvements as the programme 
rapidly gathers momentum. I must reiterate 
that this increased expenditure has been 
fully discussed with the Government depart- 
ments and has their agreement.’ 

The amount included for advances to 
purchasers of private dwellings had been 
reduced from £14m. in 1957-58 to £im. 
next year to conform with the Council’s 
recent decisions to limit advances of this 
kind owing to the credit squeeze and in- 
creased interest rates. Borrowing difficul- 
ties made it hard to foresee when these 
restrictions could be relaxed, but the pro- 
vision in next year’s estimates did allow a 
margin to cover the possibility of some 
relaxation during the year. 

Mr. Pritchard went on to say that an 
item had been included for loans to 
developers on the Council’s industrial 
estates. Only a token provision had been 
made for such loans which were bound to 
be strictly limited under present conditions. 
For the first time, too, provision had been 
made to cover loans which the Council may 
make as part of its agreements with receiv- 
ing districts under the Town Development 
Act, 1952. ‘ Besides all this, as last year, 
two provisions for contingencies are made 
of £100,000 and £2m..’ he said. ‘This 
could be drawn on only with Treasury 
approval.’ 


Summarising, the total for all purposes 
excluding appropriations was £36,623,500, 
compared with £32,562,150 in 1957-58. 

On borrowing, he said ‘I must men- 
tion once again the serious difficulties which 
the Council is encountering in borrowing 
@ sufficient money to finance its continuing 
programme of essential capital expenditure. 
Our difficulties are accentuated by the atti- 
tude adopted by the Public Works Loan 
Board. 

‘I estimate that a further £23m. will be 
required next year, after allowing for all 
sums available from internal sources and 
the £24m. I shall be proposing later should 
be met from revenue; in 1959-60 a further 
£34m. is likely to be required (including 
provision for loans falling due for repay- 
ment), and some £25m. in 1960-61. The 
Council has a capital programme of around 
about £30m. each year as far ahead as one 
can see, so that the problem of raising the 
money to meet it will be always with us.’ 

On maintenance estimates he stated that 
the gross requirement for next year of 
£109}m. was some £7m. more than the 
current year’s figure. Although gross ex- 


penditure was about £7m. more than the 
previous year, income from Government 
grants and other sources such as housing 
rents would be up by about £44m. too. 


Helicopter Stations 


AT the meeting of the London County 
Council on March 4, Mr. Ropert L. 
Vicars asked the chairman of the Town 
Planning Committee what decisions had been 
taken by the committee in the past month on 
applications to establish a helicopter port 
in central London. 

In reply, Mr. R. Epmonps said: The com- 
mittee have considered two applications for 
installing helicopter landing stations—one in 
York-road, Battersea, partly over the River 
Thames, and the other a floating pontoon 
next to Albert Embankment, Lambeth, just 
opposite the Tate Gallery. The committee 
came to no final conclusion on these two 
applications because it is understood that the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
may wish to call the applications in to deal 
with himself in view of their public interest. 

The Minister is, however, being informed, 
as regards the Battersea application, that 
while the Council does not consider the site 
suitable for the purpose on a permanent 
basis, it raises no objection to its temporary 
use for a period of seven years. As regards 
the Lambeth application, he is being 
informed that the Council objects because 
of the lack of parking provision, would ask 
the Minister to satisfy himself on the 
question of noise nuisance, and draws atten- 
tion to the high buildings contemplated in 
this part of the South Bank. 


Single-room Dwellings 


Miss L. F. NETTLEFOLD asked the chair- 
man of the Housing Committee what were 
the numbers of single-room dwellings, suit- 
able for old people, completed by the 
Council in the years ended March 31, 1953 
and March 31, 1957 respectively and what 
proportion of the total number of dwellings 
completed by the Council in those years did 
these numbers represent. 

Replying Mr. W. G. Fiske gave the 
number of dwellings as 1953, 509 and 1957, 
272. The proportions were six per cent. and 
5.8 per cent.

BRITAIN’S NEW 
SCHOOLS 


‘Startling Improvements in 
Design’ 


RITAIN’S new schools provide better 
value for money than ever before, 
said Mr. Georrrey Lioyp, Minister of 
Education, when he opened the Woodside 
County Junior School, Amersham, on 
March 5. They had won the admiration 
of the world for their appearance, fitness 
to purpose and economy—a replica of a 
classroom from the Woodside School had 
been a star turn when exhibited in Berlin 
last year—but few people at home seemed 
to realise what tremendous progress had 
been made during the last ten years. 

“New schools,’ he said, ‘are actually 20 
per cent. cheaper today, in hard cash, than 
in 1949. But for the rise in the cost of 
labour and materials the saving would have 
been nearly 50 per cent. representing 
£200m. of public money.’ 

Mr. Lloyd gave an example of the start- 
ling improvements in design when he com- 
pared the Woodside School with a school 
actually built for the same number of 
children only nine years ago. 

The total area of the Woodside Schc ol 
was 47.2 sq. ft. per pupil, compared with 
52 sq. ft. per pupil for the 1949 school. The 
economy in the total use of space was thus 
10 per cent. 

But only about 42 per cent. of the 1949 
school was useful teaching space, as 
opposed to corridors and the like, whereas 
the comparable figure for the Woodside 
School was 65 per cent. Nearly 50 per 
cent. more useful teaching space (including 
classrooms of 800 sq. ft. compared with 
550 sq. ft. in the 1949 school) had there- 
fore been provided despite a 10 per cent. 
reduction in total area. 

Economies had also been made in con- 
struction, not simply by cutting things out, 
but by greater care in spending the avail- 
able money. The 1949 school cost 
74s. 10d. per sq. ft., at 1949 prices, com- 
pared with 58s. lid. for the Woodside 
School. At today’s prices, the comparison 
was between a total cost of £82,000 for the 
1949 school and of £44,600 for the Wood- 
side School. 

The Minister emphasised that this was 
the kind of approach which he had in mind 
when askiag local education authorities to 
keep a close watch on their spending 
‘There is no reason,’ he said, ‘why 
economies should always involve reduced 
standards. We are today building far 
better schools than in 1949 at about half 
the 1949 real cost, and there is no reason 
why the same determination to give the tax 
and rate payer value for his money should 
not have equally good results in other 
fields of public spending.’ 

The Woodside School was designed by 
the Architects and Building Branch, 
Ministry of Education, in collaboration 
with the County Architect, Buckingham- 
shire County Council.

Mr. O. J. Masterman’s Paper at the British Institute 
of Management Conference 


ExT RACTS are given below from a 

paper by Mr. O. J MAaAsTERMAN, 
BEng, AMICE, AMIStructE (technical 
director, Unit Construction Co., Ltd), on 
Work Study and Building which he gave 
at the British Institute of Management's 
one-day conference on Work Study, held 
at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on Febru- 
ary 6. The conference, which was held 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Harold 
Wilmot, CBE (chairman of BIM Council) 
was planned by a committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. D. E. Woodbine 
Parish, FIOB, who also took the chair 
when Mr. Masterman’s paper was 
delivered. Mr. Masterman said: 


It’s ODD, WHEN YOU REFLECT ON THE 
wonderful organisation and efficiency 
which has gone into the making of men, 
how very inefficient and _ ill-organised 
they themselves naturally tend fo be. The 
present moment in world affairs is quite 
a startling illustration of how thoroughly 
men can mismanage their own concerns, 
and seems to show that the more know- 
ledge they gain the less wisdom they 
have. New knowledge is coming up so 
fast that there is not enough time to 
read and learn and use it all. 


In building especially, we live in 
burgeoning times, jostled by new 
materials and processes, invigorated by 
a fresh outlook, provoked by the begin- 
nings of a revolution in the materials 
we use to build with and the way we 
put them together. Light manufactured 
substances replace the traditional heavy 
natural ones, plastics transform and 
colour our fittings and furnishings and 
provide powerful new adhesives, pre- 
stressing lightens our structures and the 
plasticity of concrete liberates design 
from the restrictive stolidity of stone and 
brick. With these changes in materials, 
the old craftsmen are passing and the 
conservatism and traditionalism of build- 
ing are in retreat. This is no bad thing, 
although, for us who today are living in 
the transition period, it brings new diffi- 
culties and some discomforts. 


Fortunately, however, there are new 
technologies to match these changes. In 
factories making bui'ding components 
highly scientific processes are becoming 
a matter of every day routine and on 
the sites there are new machines to ease 
and quicken the assembly work. These 
machines are expensive and must be 
used efficiently; manpower has also 
become expensive and must not be 
squandered; but as automation is un- 
likely in the foreseeable future to be 
adapted to building work, we need other 
ways to conserve our manpower and 
make the most of our machines. For 
this work study can greatly help and it 
is fortunate that it is available to our 
industry at a time when manpower is 

ing each day more scarce and dear. 


Work study is a technique that has 
been in use for over 40 years and it is 
a sign of the conservatism and casualness 
of our times that it has not been more 
quickly and widely used. For the critical 
examination of repetition tasks, it is so 
well fitted that it is said to be no more 
than the exercise of simple common 
sense; but it has long been thought un- 
suitable for such varied operations as 
building work, where conditions change 
from site to site, where the vagaries of 
the climate must be met and where much 
of the work is not sufficiently repetitive. 


These very difficulties, however, tend 
to make building operations so grossly 
inefficient that even the most rudimen- 
tary application of work study principles 
reaps a rich harvest. Forward looking 
builders who are already applying work 
study on their sites and have found this 
to be true, have found many unexpected 
benefits besides. Used to the full, work 
study has a vital impact on the method 
of working, the manning of each 
operation, the utilisation of machines and 
hence on the overall planning of the 
work: which all adds up to a controlling 
effect en cost. 


Defects of Present System 


It is said that the onlooker sees most 
of the game, and it is just because this 
is so untrue on a building site that the 
results of work studies are often so sur- 
prising. It would be natural for a build- 
ing foreman (the immediate onlooker) to 
claim to be a good judge of the perform- 
ance of his gangs. He would resent the 
suggestion that they were over-manned 
or that the men were unevenly worked. 
He would scorn the idea that he did not 
know what his men were doing. This 
attitude is quite proper: the foreman 
backs his own judgment and if he loses 
confidence in that he is no good as a 
foreman. 


None the less, studies show that these 
are the things that frequently occur on 
building sites; that gangs are over- 
manned (and sometimes under-manned) 
and that the work is not evenly spread 
over the individua!s; and careful analysis 
of what they are nor doing reveals how 
imperfect is the foreman'’s knowledge of 
what they are doing: for ‘not doing’ 
may be made up either of doing nothing 
at all for definite periods or of doing 
something steadily at too slow a pace. 


Need of a Yardstick 


There are, of course, countless ineffi- 
ciencies which recur on building si‘tes 
due to ignorance or bad management or 
just slackness. I am not thinking of 
these, nor of faults which occur because 
a foreman is a bad foreman: I am 
referring to sites run by experienced men 
who are good or at least average fore- 
men and I am saying that on these sites 
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gangs are over-manned, men are ‘un- 
evenly loaded and the foremen are 
unaware of their true performances. 


I am not trying to get at the foremen, 
because I don’t think these faults lie with 
them: I think the faults Ke with our 
existing system which provides no refer- 
ence values, no yardstick by which to 
measure performance on building sites. 
It is no answer to say that performance 
is measured by output, un there is 
some means of deciding what is the cor- 
rect output; very high outputs are, of 
course, easily recognised, as are very low 
ones. It is in the normal or midd'e range 
that the foreman’s estimate, of whether 
or not an output is reasonable becomes 
difficult and becomes a matter of his 
own individual judgment and therefore 
not objective. 


This judgment is something personal 
to him. If he is a good foreman, it will 
be considered good: if he is a poor 
foreman, it may be poor: but much will 
depend on it either way, especially if 
bonus payments are to be made. For the 
bonus target may be based on what his 
judgment says is a reasonable output (or 
reasonable rate of working) from his 
gang. If he is at fault, his men may be 
penalised and unable to earn the money 
they deserve: they may object and in 
the ensuing argument it will be his judg- 
ment against their claim. 

He will naturally not be at all ready 
to alter the target (which would be a 
criticism of his own judgment) and per- 
haps form a troublesome precedent for 
the future. Conversely, he may have 
offered a very fair target and the gang 
may try to beat him down in order to 
earn easy money. 


How much stronger would be his 
position and what a relief it would surely 
be to him (and to his employer, too. for 
the foreman stands for the employer) if 
he had some common yardstick, some 
measure universally accepted, by which 
to assess the performance and balance 
of his gang. With such a yardstick he 
(or his employer) would be in no danger 
of unintentionally penalising a gang by 
setting too high a target and perhaps 
being forced to adjust it later, nor would 
they be in danger of setting it too low 
and so not getting sufficient output. 


Targets based on such a yardstick 
would engender confidence and not be 
subject to bickering and adjustment. 
Gradually, as they were seen to be fair, 
they would become the accepted basis 
for bonysing and as confidence in them 
grew so would their influence on output 
and costs increase. 


Even if there were no bonus policy in 
force, their value would be little dimin- 
ished because they would still be useful 
as a measure against which to compare 
the gang performances. 


Productivity is a word in high vogue 
today. We all realise now that we cannot 
maintain our a of living or our 

lace in the wor!d unless we can increase 
raductivity, i.e., the amount produced 
per man-hour, without increasing costs. 
But at the same time, men want to be 
able to increase their earnings. 
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We know that increasing wages with- 
out increasing output does not improve 
real earnings. So the wide_use of some 
incentive system of Pa ig in which the 
bonus is firmly linked to output has, in 
today’s continuing conditions of full em- 
orment. become of first importance. 

ut if such incentive systems are of neces- 
sity coming into general use, then it is 
vital that the targets on which they de- 
pend should not be a matter of personal 
and individual judgment on each dif- 
ferent site, but should be based on some 
recognised means of measurement or 
some generally accepted yardstick. With 
this proviso, high earnings may safely be 
encouraged. 


The general adoption of incentive pay- 
ments based on such a yardstick, under- 
stood and accepted by both sides in the 
building industry, should, in the long run, 
build up that co-operative spirit between 
employer and employed which alone can 
eliminate the discontents, disputes, delays 
and restrictions which are the bane of 
the present system of working. High 
earnings, linked to output and based on 
proper targets (provided quality is main- 
tained) can only do good; firstly, to the 
man who earns them. because they are 
not inflationary; secondly, to the em- 

loyer, because he gets his buildings 
nished sooner, and thirdly, to the coun- 
try for both the foregoing reasons.

It is fortunate that in work study we 
have a technique which can provide this 
wanted yardstick. 


Time Study 


The work study man is trained to 
assess the true work content of an opera- 
tion. He does this by breaking down the 
operation into its smallest elements or 
movements and accurately timing these 
over and over and over again in all the 
conditions that may occur; and, finally, 
summing the averages of all the elements, 
From the beginning to the end of the 
operation (or the working day) every 
second must be accounted for, including 
time reasonably taken off as well as time 
which is simply wasted. During the 
breakdown and repeated study of each 
element of work he will assess the rate 
at which each man was working and the 
allowance which should be made for 
fatigue. 


Finally, when all the elements are inte- 
grated and adjusted for rate of working, 
for the proper fatigue allowances and for 
the necessary time off for tea breaks and 
personal needs, he will arrive at the 
‘standard time’ for the operation: this 
is defined as the time that would be taken 
by a man of average physique working 
steadily at a rate which he could com- 
fortably maintain day after day inde- 
finitely. 


It would be quite out of place for me 
here to attempt any description of the 
way in which work studies are done. But 
I have given above a little detail in regard 
to time study because I am convinced 
that basically and ultimately all the great 
advantages which the technique offers to 
building stem from the time standards 
which are set up by, work measurement. 


These time standards are the basic 
yardsticks which we so much want: and 
because they are times and not cash 
values, they remain good however much 
wages change. 


When we have enough of them to 
cover all the normal operations on a 
building site, we can set fair targets for 
bonusing all the work and check that we 
are in fact employing the right number 
of men in each gang. At a later stage and 
after experience in using them for bonus- 
ing the standards can assist in estimating, 
but their most immediate and very real 
value lies in planning, manning and 
bonusing. 


Method Study 


It has for some time been fashionable 
to decry time study and to exalt method 
study and while I need no convincing 
of the importance of method studies, I 
still believe that the technique of work 
study rests fundamentally on the time 
measurement and if you have not the ser- 
vices of experienced men who can do 
time studies and set up reliable standards 
you cannot get the fullest out of work 
study. 


Method study tends’ to be popular be- 
cause it yields such big and quick results 
and because it can be undertaken by an 
intelligent man who may not have the 
experience or confidence to set up a time 
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One tap instead of two 
giving both hot and cold

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standard. The bigger the results which it 
yields the worse was the organisation of 
the job concerned. It tends to show up 
™ the employer more than the man and it 
is one of the most useful results of the 
application of work study to building that 
it has highlighted the employer's many 
shortcomings and driven him to realise 
that he has got to plan, and plan realistic- 
ally, and see that the plan is carried out. 


Planning 


This means more than drawing long 
coloured lines under dates on a chart. It 
means, at the least, working out for each 
week of the contract the number of men 
of each trade required for each operation, 
the items of plant required and the de- 
liveries of materials: it means following 
this schedule week by week to see that it 
works and if necessary revising the whole 
plan from time to time. It may also mean 
working out daily or weekly in advance 
the actual work to be done by each gang. 
These are few words but they cover a 
great amount of work. 


I have been led on from method study 
to talk of plapning and this is quite 
logical and accentuates the close connec- 
tion between the two. The more you im- 
prove method, the more you become 
drawn into planning. Practice in my own 
company is tending more and more to use 
work study personnel to do planning, 
and it is seen from the very brief sum- 
mary of planning requirements given in 
the last paragraph that work studies 
would provide the data for the first and 
most important item, i.e., estimating the 
correct number of men in each trade for 
each operation, since the studies would 
give the correct number of man-hours 
and correct gang constitution. 


A Practical Example 


Figures 1A, B and C give details of 
studies on mixing and placing light- 
weight screed to high-level roofs. The 
figures show the method changes adopted 
and the resulting economies and increased 
output. The figures also show the cor- 
rect manning of the gang and the balanc- 
ing of the tasks of the individuals. It 
will be seen in the final drill using two 
machines that the gang has been in- 
creased by one man, that the labour is 
much more evenly balanced between the 
four men, that the lost time due to pro- 
cess has been reduced from 65 per cent. 
to 12 per cent., the output increased from 
48 to 122 sq. yd. per day and the cost 
reduced from 4ls. to 23s. per cu. yd. of 
concrete mixed and placed. 


Estimating 


This same data also provides, of course, 
some check on the cost for comparison 
with the bill, since the rates of pay are 
known, but I want here to give a serious 
warning of the danger, in the early stages 
of their application, of using work study 
standards for estimating. These standards 
will in time be of great value in esti- 
mating, but an estimator must keep in 
mind that they only give him the man- 
hours for an operation that is going 
steadily on; the man doing the study will 
include an allowance for any necessary 
time in doing work associated with the 
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operation, such as shifting runways or 
moving from one work point to the next, 
but he will not, of course, allow for a 
foreman being unable to keep his gang 
steadily employed or for time lost wait- 
ing for materials or plant repairs: 
although he will make generous allow- 
ance for stopping and starting, tea 
breaks, fatigue and personal needs, he 
will not make any allowance for wasted 
time. 


These items of loss, if likely to occur, 
must, of course, be allowed for by the 
estimator, and it is one advantage of 
having work study standards that they 
reveal how much time is being lost in 
such ways. Unfortunately, losses of this 
kind are very common and method 
studies can be very profitably concen- 
trated on reducing them. Until they have 
been got under reasonable control there 
may be little value in proceeding to the 
refinement of time studies on separate 
operations. 


Application to Building Plant 


From the foregoing it will be noticed 
how widely work study can be used in 
building: in method improvement, in 
manning, in planning and in bonusing. 
But there is another whole field of useful- 
ness that has not so far been mentioned. 
This is its application to building plant 
and equipment. Here it has proved a sur- 
prisingly powerful check on waste, mainly 
for two reasons; first, because there is

a tendency to overman machines on sites, 
especially mixers; secondly, because 
studies reveal that the percentage of 
utilisation of machines on sites tends to 
be very low, which, of course, makes 
plant costs unduly high. 

With the present tendency to use more 
and bigger machines, these points become 
of increasing importance, and studies will

show clearly below what percentage of 
utilisation it will not pay to use a 
machine. Conversely, they show how ad- 
vantageous it can be if the work is 
planned round the machine (a tower 
crane, for instance) so that it can be 
working for a high percentage of its time 
on the site. It then becomes a pacernaker 
for all the dependent operations, which 
is a valuable secondary function. 


Site studies in my own firm have shown 
occasions where old-fashioned hand 
methods have proved cheaper than using 
accepted machines; for instance, in ex- 
cavating foundation trenches and in lift- 
ing bricks on some housing sites. Com- 
parison of the cost of alternative methods 
of working is, of course, a normal part 
of method study and is found to be of 
mereasing usefulness. 


Full Mechanisation 


As a converse to the two examples 
just quoted, important economies were 
made on a large housing site, by chang- 
ing over from handwork or partial 
mechanisation to full mechanisation. An 
example is illustrated in Fig. 2, where 
the pouring of concrete house shells was 
changed from hoist and barrow to full 
mechanical handling, using a mobile 
crane and a powered scoop. This re- 
sulted in halving the labour gang for the 
same output and in a cost saving of 30 
per cent. after allowing for the extra plant 
charges. — 


There is much scope for study on the 
use of machines for building, and studies 
already made are beginning to have some 
effect on machine design, as, for in- 
stance, in the case of air blowers for 
portasilos, dragline scoops for loading 
mixers and improved discharge from 
mixer drums. The mixer set-up is a 
fruitful centre for both method and time 
studies. 


Follow-up 
This is something of such importance 


that it cannot be over-emphasised. When- 
ever a study of whatever kind has been 


done as a result of which a new method 
has been installed, a new standard set- 
up, a new plan made, or any change or 
improvement put in hand on a site, it is 
absolutely imperative that after a short 
interval the study officer concerned 
should return to the site and check that 
it is being carried out correctly. He will 
have to repeat this until the change is 
satisfactorily established. 


It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
a method change installed on a Site 
scarcely ever goes right from the start, 
and the site personnel often do not realise 
how important may be the effect on cost 
of small variations of the intended 
method. 


A Classic Erample 


A classic example occurred after a 
work study officer had reorganised a con- 
creting gang using a mixer and monorail 
for pouring floors. The cycle time, batch 
size and gang constitution had been care- 
fully adjusted with the foreman’s concur- 
rence to give a satisfactory output and 
cost. A week later the work study officer 
returned for a follow-up visit and was 
appalled to find that the same gang and 
the same cycle time were being used, but 
smaller batches were being mixed. Seeing 
the monorail skip slopping some concrete 
over on a corner, the foreman called for 
a smaller batch. The mixer driver halved 
it, thus doubling the cost per cubic yard 
placed! 

A large job will justify a full-time work 
study man, but where this is not possible 
frequent follow-up visits are essential, 


Studies on Craft Work 


It may be expected that work study 
applied to trades would not yield much 
of value, because the method of work- 
ing has been developed over a very long 
time and the outputs are well known. 
Certainly there is net so much scope for 
method improvement as, for instance, in 
excavating and concreting and shuttering, 
but studies show a surprising amount of 
improvement that is needed in the organi-

sation of the work, especially in seeing 
that the gangs are regularly serviced with 
materials, placed conveniently, and are 
kept with steady work in front of them. 


However, experience of setting up 
work study standards in bricklaying and 
carpentering have shown these to be 
most valuable. 


The Unions 


Except where there are local spots of 
real Communist influence, I think that it 
is true to say that in general, if the em- 
ployer goes to the unions with a clear 
case and explains it to the men, he gets 
a reasonable response. 


I feel that in negotiating bonus targets 
based on work study his hand is strength- 
ened by the knowledge that his figures 
are based on an accepted method of 
measurement, that they are generous in 
the allowances they make for fatigue and 
for time off, and that the men can be 
assured that they will really receive the 
savings they make by doing the work in 
less than the target time. 

The work study yardstick shows its 
value because it enables the employer to 
put up his case without bluff and con- 
fident that it can be checked. 

Training 

Work study courses set up specially for 
builders are few. Neither experienced in- 
structors from the industry nor facilities 
on building sites are easy to obtain, and 
it may well be in the interests of the 
industry itself to set up a committee 
which could arrange with individual 
firms to lend or provide experienced 
work study men to assist with approved 
training courses, and to make available 
suitable building sites for the practical 
studies. 

Short of mounting a complete set of 
courses in various centres themselves, this 
seems to be the only way to help those

Factors Affecting Relative Costs 
of Multi-storey Housing 


Tz approaches to building cost re- 
search may be distinguished. One, 
the ‘historic’ or ‘empirical’ method, gives 
prominence to the collection, analysis and 
statistical appraisal of the cost of actual 
buildings. The difficulty inherent in this 
method is that, as building costs are 
subject to many inter-acting variable 
influences, it is seldom possible to discover 
all the reasons why one building differs in 
cost from another. These variable factors 
arise from design, contracting conditions 
and pricing, and from standards of 
specification and finishes. A further prob- 
lem is that a range of buildings sufficient 
to give a comprehensive picture of cost 
trends is rarely available. 

Another method of studying cost rela- 
tionships is by a theoretical approach. 
This involves assumptions concerning 
common specifications, contracting con- 
ditions and pricing, on which basis the 
effects likely to result from a change in 
any one factor in design may be examined. 
This approach has the advantage that, by 
considering each factor in turn throughout 
the range of probable variation, a wide 
range of design types may be studied. 
Theoretical studies of this nature may 
provide a useful yardstick and guide to cost 
planning studies, and also a further basis 
of cost research through the comparison 
of theoretical costs with actual costs. 
However, it is seldom possible to represent 
in the assumptions the various design 
relationships which may be adopted by 
architects. It follows that the theoretical 
approach is conditioned in its results by 
the assumptions implicit in its compilation. 
This means that results should only be 
applied with great caution to other design 
types, although the relationships shown by 
the study may be characteristic to a limited 
extent of a wide range of buildings. 


Basic Designs 


Two basic types of multi-storey housing 
plan are considered in this theoretical study 
—a staircase-access and a balcony-access 
design (see Fig. 1). For these two designs, 
a range of dwellings from 400 to 900 ft. 
in superficial area and from three to 12 
storeys in height are considered. In the 
diagrams, the flats in any one block are 
shown as being all of the same size. 


However, there would be very little 


difference in relative cost between a block 
containing say 12 flats of 600 ft. super, 
one containing six flats of 550 ft. super, 
and another containing six flats of 650 ft. 
super. The areas given for each flat are net 
internal areas within the flat itself, and 
exclude all approach and circulation space 
in halls, landings, balconies and staircases. 
The ratio of access space to net area varies 
according to the design type and the size 
of the dwelling. Costs allow for a private 
balcony to each flat, but the net area is 
given exclusive of this. 


Balcony-access blocks are assumed to be 
of simple slab-block construction, having 
the following number of flats per staircase 
on each floor: 


400 ft. super. flats—8 per staircase on each floor. 
600 ft. super. flats—6 per staircase on each floor. 
900 ft. super. flats—4 per staircase on each floor. 


Lifts are introduced at six storeys. A 
second lift is introduced at seven storeys 
to allow for continuity of service during 
periods of maintenance and breakdown. 


Staircase-access blocks are assumed to 
be of the normal planning in which each 
staircase and lift serves two flats on each 
floor. The cost of lifts is introduced at six 
storeys as before, but no second lift is 
allowed for, on the assumption that 
emergency lift service will be provided in an 
adjacent block reached across the roof. 
This type of plan is not often used in blocks 
of ten storeys or more, but it is included 
to provide a convenient criterion for 
comparison with other types. Costs of a 
conventional tower block, having four 
flats to each floor with two lifts and stair-

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cases, will not differ appreciably from the 
examples given. 


Costing 


Relative costs used in the examples have 
been arrived at by reference to the experi- 
ence of costs of the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, and have been set 
at a level at which a variety of alternatives of 
reasonable standard can be found. The 
adoption of more costly or cheaper 
alternatives will, of course, affect the inter- 
relation of costs. Costs for each type of 
flat are considered under four ings, 
giving a general picture of the trends of 
relative costs arising from a change in 
design variables of size of dwelling, number 
of storeys or any combination of these. 
The four main components of cost are: 

(i) substructure; 

(ii) superstructure; 

(iii) fittings and finishes; and 

(iv) lifts. 

The cost of site works has been excluded 
from the calculations, as this is a highly 
variable item not directly related to 
design. In the planning of any specific 
scheme, careful consideration should be 
given to this item. 


Substructure 


The cost of foundations is influenced as 
much by site conditions as by the type of 
block to be erected. The relative cost of 
substructure in the examples has been set 
at a level representing the cost of founda- 
tions found in average conditions. The 
relative cost of the ground floor slab is 
included with the substructure, but no 
allowance is made for basements. Relative 
costs given in the tables allow for increasing 
the width and depth of foundations as the 
building is increased in size and height. 

Superstructure 

The item ‘ superstructure’ includes the 
structural frame, floors and roofs, external 
walls and facings, internal walls and 
partitions, access balconies, staircase, 
private balconies and roof coverings. The 
following characteristics in the trend of 
relative cost of individual components 
included in superstructure may be noted. 

(i) The cost of the roof per flat increases 
proportionately with the size of the dwelling, 
and decreases with the number of storeys. 

(ii) With staircase-access blocks, the 
average cost per flat of staircases remains 
constant, although costs per foot super. of 
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Alternative lifts in staircase-access flats are accessible across the roofs for high 
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this item obviously vary according to the 
size of the dwelling. With balcony-access 

flats, average cost per dwelling for this item 
increases with the increase in ts of the 
dwelling, but remains reasonably constant 
as a cost per foot super. of floor area, 
because of the basic assumption that fewer 
and larger flats share each staircase. «+ 

(iii) cost of access balconies will 
generally increase in cost per dwelling with 
the size of flats, and to a limited extent with 
an increase in the number of storeys. The 
reason is that the average cost of balconies 
per dwelling for a three-storey block with 
only two access balconies will include two- 
thirds of the total cost of balconies for each 
unit, whereas for eight storeys, each bears 
seven-eighths of the cost of balconies. No 
balcony is required on the ground floor. 

(iv) The average cost per unit (either per 
dwelling or per foot super.) of all other items 
of the superstructure, i.e., the structural 
frame, floors walls and partitions, increases 
more or less proportionately with the size 
of the flat for both balcony and staircase- 
access types. The average cost also increases 
to some extent with the number of storeys, 
and this is caused by the extra cost of 
hoisting and the need to strengthen load- 
bearing members or to introduce some form 
of framed construction. This increase is 
—s to persist in a systematic but diminish- 

manner as height is increased still 
further. With blocks above a certain height, 
it is also necessary to allow for the cost of 
additional means of escape. 


Fittings and Finishes 
The item ‘ fittings and finishes’ includes 


chutes, kitchen fittings, cupboards, doors, 
windows, floor and ceiling finishes and 
decoration, and any necessary insulation. 
Nothing is included for the cost of central 
heating and hot water, nor is any allowance 
made for alternative methods of refuse 
disposal, such as the Garchey system. All 
items included in fittings and finishes are 
affected mainly by additional hoisting in 
high blocks. According to their nature, 
however, the cost of these items expressed 
in terms of average cost per dwelling or 
per foot super. may vary according to the 
size of the flat. Some items will remain 
constant in cost whatever the size of the 
dwelling, e.g., the cost of a bath remains 
constant in terms of cost per dwelling, but 
decreases as cost per foot super. for larger 
flats. Items which vary more or less in 
proportion to the size of the dwelling, e.g., 
floor covering, will remain fairly constant 
per foot super., but will increase in relative 
cost per dwelling as size increases. Finishes 
to staircases are variable in cost per unit in 
relation to the number of units served by 
each staircase, and so costs per unit differ 
for balcony and staircase blocks. 
Lifts 

The item ‘ lifts ’ includes the cost of lift 
installation, the lift shaft and all the 
builder’s work in connection therewith. 
It is assumed in all cases that lifts are 
introduced at six storeys and stop at every 
floor. The average cost per unit of this 


all plumbing, gas, and electrical work item varies according to the number of 
solid-fuel open fires for heating, refuse dwellings served by each lift, and thus 
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produces a marked difference between 
balcony- and staircase-access blocks. With 
balcony access, the average cost per 
dwelling of this item increases with the 
size of the dwelling but remains fairly 
constant in terms of cost per foot super., 
owing to the basic assumption that fewer 
dwellings comprise a balcony-access block. 
With the staircase-access types, where 
only two flats are served by each lift, the 
average cost per dwelling for this item 
remains constant, irrespective of size, but 
decreases as a cost per foot super. with 
larger dwellings. Apart from the introduc- 
tion of the second lift at seven storeys for 
balcony-access flats, the cost of this item 
decreases with an increase in the number of 
storeys, because more flats share the heavy 
initial installation cost. The effect on 
relative cost of the introduction of the 
a0 tang lift can be appreciated from the 
tables. 


Relative Costs 


The accompanying tables and diagrams 
present the overall results of this study. 
All costs are shown as relative to a selected 
base, which is the cost of a 400 ft. super. 
net area balcony-access flat of three 
storeys. Variations upon this design are 
expressed as a percentage of this cost. 
Tables 1 and 2 show the relative average 
cost per dwelling for blocks from three to 
12 storeys in height. Tables 3 and 4 show 
the same relative costs, expressed in terms 
of cost per foot super. net. Tables 1 and 3 
are concerned with balcony access and

sharply with an increase in the size of the 
dwelling. The cost per dwelling for stair- 
case-access blocks, however, varies less 
with size than for balcony-access flats, as a 
result of the high proportion of the cost 
of lifts, which remains constant. As the 
number of storeys is increased, the varia- 
tion in costs with area for staircase-access 
flats becomes less significant in terms of 
cost per dwelling, unlike balcony-access 
design, where the opposite is true. 


Number of Storeys 


The effect on cost per dwelling of the 
number of storeys is shown graphically 
in Fig. 3 for a staircase-access flat of 600 ft. 
super. net area. Average cost per dwelling 
increases rapidly with additional storeys 
up to and including the sixth storey, where 
the increase is greatest. Above these 
heights, average cost increases at a de- 
creasing rate. The greatest increase in the 
items is with superstructure, but this effect 
is offset to some extent by the preponder- 
ance of fittings and finishes, and by a 
decrease in cost per unit of lifts and 
substructure. Small staircase-access blocks 
show the greatest increase with storey 
height. 


An examination of average cost per unit 
does not in itself emphasise the full 
effect on relative cost of increasing the 
number of storeys. The cost incurred by 
developing at one storey height rather than 
at another can best be appreciated by 
relating the extra cost involved in building 
higher to the extra accommodation pro-

vided. To distinguish this cost from 
average cost per unit, this difference may 
be termed ‘the additional cost of each 
storey’ or, for convenience, ‘ marginal 
costs.’ The relevant factor to be con- 
sidered on this basis is the additional cost 
on each of the items, caused by the addition 
of a further storey. For example, the total 
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Table 5 shows the marginal cost for 600 ft. 
super. flats of balcony- and staircase-access 
design. The method of calculating marginal 
costs for this table may be illustrated by 
considering the marginal cost for the sixth 
storey of a staircase-access block. The total 
cost of a five-storey block, calculated for 
convenience in terms of one dwelling a floor 
is, in terms of the base design, 740, i.e., 
148 x 5. A similar block with six storeys 
is 1,104, ie., 184 x 6. The marginal cost 
for that storey is therefore 364, i.e., 1,104 — 
740, which may be treated as the relative 
cost of providing accommodation on the 
sixth storey. In the same way, the marginal 
cost for superstructure alone is 96, i.e., 
(61 x 6)— (54 x 5). The marginal cost 
for lifts, introduced for the first time at 
six storeys, is 156, ie., 26 x 6. The 
rounding of figures to the nearest whole 
number in Tables 1 to 4 causes slight 
discrepancies in calculating marginal costs 
directly from these tables. Table 5 was 
calculated from the original costing. The 
marginal costs in the tables and diagrams 
assume the introduction of lifts at the sixth 
storey. A different pattern would be 
produced if lifts were introduced at four 
or five storeys, and an indication of the 
effects of an early introduction of lifts can 
be obtained from the tables.

cost of lift installation, introduced for the 
first time with the addition of the sixth 
storey, is part of the marginal cost of that 
storey. For further storeys, if no second 
lift is introduced, the marginal cost of lifts 
is only the extra cost involved in serving 
a further storey. 


Throughout the range of designs, the 
marginal cost for the sixth storey is 
greatest. Fig. 4 shows the marginal cost 
for a staircase-access flat of 600 ft. super- 
ficial area. In particular, the effect of the 
marginal cost of lifts upon average cost 
per dwelling at six storeys should be noted.

Fig. 5 shows marginal cost curves for 400 
and 900 ft. super. area flats. Both types 
show a substantial increase at the sixth 
storey. The rise is greatest with small 
staircase-access flats, owing to the high 
proportion of the cost of lifts to other 
items. The marginal cost for the seventh 
storey for balcony flats is relatively high 
— a result of the introduction of a second 
ut. 


The significance of marginal costs will 
be more fully appreciated if it is realised 
that the marginal cost of a staircase-access 
flat of 680 ft. super. net area for the 
addition of the sixth floor is 364, while the 
relative cost of an identical flat in a three- 
storey block is 134. Indeed, with a staircase- 
access flat of only 400 ft. super. net area, 
the marginal cost involved for the addition 
of further accommodation on the sixth 
storey, involving as it does the full capital 
cost of lift installation, represents expendi- 
ture amounting to 298 per cent. of the 
average cost of a similar flat in a three- 
storey block. In other words, the extra 
cost involved in developing small staircase- 
access flats at six storeys, rather than at 
five, is only 2 per cent. less than the total 
cost of a further three-storey block, 
containing three times the amount of 
accommodation! 


For staircase-access blocks, the difference 
between marginal and average costs for 
smaller flats at 12-storeys is not very 
great. If marginal cost curves continue 
to diminish, as they do from the ninth to 
the twelfth storey, until they reach a point 
less than the average cost, then average 
cost per dwelling in blocks of more than 
12 storeys would be reduced. With bal- 
cony-access flats, the difference between 
marginal and average costs is greater and 
would have to fall further if the average 
cost per dwelling above 12 storeys is to 
drop. For both types, the decline in mar- 
ginal costs suggests that average cost 
curves will tend to flatten with further 
storeys, and might even decline in some 
cases, as more flats share the capital costs 
of lifts, foundations and other items 
affected vertically. However, the basic 
assumptions of the theoretical exercise 
would need critical re-examination to meet 
the exceptional design and structural 
problems of very high blocks, before the 
relevance of these figures to such blocks 
would be acceptable. 


Cost Ratio 


Further relationships of interest are 
shown in Fig. 6, which is based on Tables 
1 and 2. This shows the ratio of the cost 
of the main components of design for 
balcony and staircase-access flats of differ- 
ent areas and numbers of storeys. Three- 
storey blocks show a greater diversity of 
costs for different designs than higher 
blocks. The high proportion of total 
cost spent on lift installation with small 
staircase-access blocks is also noticeable. 
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different heights and with different areas 
will be influenced not only by a change of 
specification, but will vary according to the 
locality in which the flats are constructed. 

The information provided by the Tables and 
by the diagrams is, however, of considerable 
interest in the study of cost related to 
design, if treated with caution and with 
full understanding of the implicit limiting 
— necessary for a theoretical 
study. 


MAISONETTES 
Considerations Affecting Their 
Planning 


Detailed studies of the relative cost of 
maisonette planning have not been in- 
cluded in the theoretical study, but in view 
of the popularity of these dwellings, some 
note of the main points for consideration 
may be included here. A maisonette is 
usually a two or three-bedroom dwelling, 
having an internal floor area of 700 or 
870 ft. super., including the area of the 
internal staircase, and so is about 70 or 
80 ft. super. greater in area than flats of the 
same accommodation. Unless the struc- 
tural and design economies made possible 
by maisonette planning are fully developed, 
they will be more costly than flats of 
similar accommodation. These economies 
include the adoption of crosswall design, 
without excessive floor spans, and in some

Conclusion 


The inter-relation of design and costs 
discussed in this paper and the trends of 
relative costs traced by the tables and 
diagrams suggest that considerable econo- 
my can be achieved in the layout and 
development of any particular scheme. 
Applied building cost research can throw 
light on the correct combination of design 
and height in achieving economic develop- 
ment of individual sites, which may justify 
specific studies related to the peculiarities 
of each site. Such studies may well take 
into account the underlying cost relation- 
ships outlined in this paper. 


In conclusion, it is well to remember that 
the Tables and the discussion of relative 
costs are built upon a theoretical basis and 
upon the assumption outlined in the earlier 
paragraphs of this paper. The inter- 
relation of costs and their behaviour at

floors if the block consists entirely of 


maisonettes, and access balconies will be 
needed only on alternate storeys. These 
economies may amount to a saving in terms 
of cost per foot super. over similar balcony- 
access flats, but this is offset in cost per 
dwelling by the greater floor area. 

Large balcony-access flats have the 
inconvenience that access balconies pass 
bedroom windows. As both balcony- 
access maisonettes and staircase-access 
flats avoid this, costs for maisonettes 
should be compared to costs for staircase- 
access flats. On this basis, there may be 
a saving in cost per dwelling. In the main, 
however, maisonettes must depend for 
their justification upon their greater con- 
venience and attractiveness in use, rather 
than on any saving in cost.

Thermal Insulation 


A recent development in this field is ‘Car- 
cotherm’ Reflective Thermal Insulation, by 
Carr & Co (Paper), Ltd., Shirley, Birming- 
ham. The material consists of aluminium 
foil (of which the major foil rollers, Venesta, 
Ltd. are the leading manufacturers) 
laminated with a bituminous adhesive to 
strong Kraft paper and at times, for 
special applications, reinforced with jute. 
In this way ‘Carcotherm”’ provides all the 
reflective qualities of foil and, by virtue of 
its strong Kraft basis, is at the same time 
strong and easy to handle. The primary _con- 
sideration in using ‘Carcotherm’ is that it 
should be installed so that the foil surface 
faces a closed air space. For the best results, 
the width of the air space should be not less 
that din., and not more than 4in. Within 
these limits the width has little effect on the 
insulation. In this connection it is sufficient 
if the foil forms one boundary of the air 
space, and no appreciable improvement is 
gained by using it on both sides.

variety of materials. The main uses of the 
machine are for filing, shaping or ‘trim- 
ming those materials which are not readily 
cut by grinding wheels and other conven- 
tional methods. Impressive cutting speeds 
can be obtained, for instance, with alu- 
minium, lead, copper, brass and their 
various alloys. The ‘ Discut’ readily cuts all 
the commonly used plastic materials, both 
thermosetting and thermoplastic. Many 
applications can also be found in such in- 
dustries as furniture manufacturing, and the 
cutting of leather and hard rubber suggests 
uses in the boot and shoe trade. The manu- 
facturers also claim that the ‘ Discut’ will 
have an extremely long life even when used 
for the most arduous duties with difficult 
materials.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA _ (Queensland). — The 
Minister for Health and Home Affairs, Dr. 
Noble, has announced revolutionary plans 
for future hospital buildings in Queensland. 
Instead of large multi-storey hospitals which 
were expensive to erect and maintain, he 
said, the Government would build compara- 
tively inexpensive low-set hospitals in 
spacious grounds. The cost of building 
and maintaining large hospitals was becom- 
ing more and more exorbitant and the plans 
to simplify hospital construction would save 
the State nearly £2m. Dr. Noble said the 
first hospitals to be built under the new 
plan would be at Southport and Mackay. 
These would cost £180,000 and £150,000 
respectively. 


AUSTRALIA (South).—New steelworks 
are to be established by Broken Hill Pro- 
prietary Co., Ltd., at an estimated cost of 
£A30m. A joint statement by the Premier 
Sir Thomas Playford, and the managing 
director of the BHP, Mr. Colin York Syme, 
forecasts the construction of a steel-making 
plant, rolling mills and other associated 
works at Whyalla, on Spencer’s Gulf. All 
the power and water needed at Whyalla will 
be supplied by State Government bodies. 
The statement also refers to the possibility 
of building a treatment plant at Iron Knob, 
near Whyalla, to handle low grade iron ore. 
A new railway line between Port Augusta 
and Whyalla is also under construction. 


AUSTRALIA.—Work has started in 
Sydney on building a passenger terminal 
at Circular Quay West, which will accom- 
modate liners of 45,000 tons. The terminal, 
which will cost £A1,500,000, will be the 
most modern in Australia. It is expected 
to be ready in two years. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC .—The 
Government has signed a contract for the 
construction of 75 buildings to house 
Courts of Justice in various towns. The 
cost of these is expected to be about 
£600,000. A new building for the Central 
Courts of Justice is under construction in 
the capital, Ciudad Trujillo. It will cost 
in the neighbourhood of £400,000. 


‘Colonial Building Notes’ 


In No. 49 of their technical information 
series, prepared for official housing and 


building departments in the _ British 
Colonial territories, entitled ‘Colonial 
Building Notes,’ the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research give 


items of information on tropical housing 
and building, digests of publications of 
interest and technical studies prepared 
usually by the Colonial Liaison Section. 
A limited number of copies are made 
available to other organisations and indi- 
viduals interested in building in tropical 
areas. 


Building Growth in Melbourne 


DEVELOPMENT of Melbourne is currently 
proceeding at an accelerated rate, both up- 
wards and outwards. The value of new 
buildings under construction in the central 
ity area alone is more than £Al4m. and 





the extent of suburban building more than 
equals that figure. 

The long-standing height limit of 132 ft. 
has been broken through. The first of the 
‘skyscrapers’ is now going up for Imperial 
Chemical Industries of Australia and New 
Zealand Ltd., in Albert-street, East Mel- 
bourne. It has a height of 230 ft. 

Federal Government authorities are also 
figuring in the current Melbourne building 
boom, and the Federal Department of 
Works is engaged on an extensive pro- 
gramme to bring new office space for 
7,750 Federal office workers. 


New Concrete Composition 


The Norwegian architect Erling Viksjo, 
who has invented a new composition of 
cement for the construction of houses, has 
now sold his rights on the American market 
to the American financier, Mr. Zeckendorf, 
jnr., who is the son-in-law of Mr. Trygve 
Lie, the former UN General Secretary. Two 
Norwegian engineers are in New York to 
supervise and direct its introduction. 

Called * Naturbetong’ (Nature Concrete) 
it is a special composition of concrete, 
which contains 60 per cent. of small round 
stones and gives the building a surface 
never, it is claimed, requiring maintenance or 
redecoration.

Plastic Lake 
HE boating lake, 1,500 square yards in

Under a “ Take-It-Your- 
self” system, a contractor can hire a com- 
plete set of photographic equipment, 
receive training from the firm in how to 
use it, and have the films processed by the 
firm when they are taken. The particular 
problems of each contractor are studied, so 
that both the equipment and training are 
suited to the type of work being under- 
taken. 

The equipment includes camera, tripod, 
exposure meter, flash gun and accessories. 
It is fully insured and the cost of rental is 
three guineas per month. Training of 
personnel in the London area is carried out 
without additional fees. In the provinces 
a nominal additional charge is made. The 
cost of the service works out at approxi- 
mately 4s. 6d. per shot and it should be 
of particular value for sites overseas, where 
there is often no photographer available. 
Topical records of the work being done 
thousands of miles away can be kept with 
the minimum expenditure. Any errors made 
during the taking of the pictures can 
usually be corrected when processing takes 
place, it is claimed.

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£8m. Gas Plant for Fife 


THE Scottish Gas Board have announced 

that a gas plant costing £6,500,000 is 
to be built at Westfield, Fife. The site is 
near Kinglassie, south of Leven. It will 
take five years to complete the project and 
lay the associated mains, which will bring 
the cost to £8,454,000. 

The first stage in the construction of the 
plant is expected to be completed by July, 
1960. When in operation it will produce 
15 million cubic feet of gas a day. The 
second stage will be completed by Septem- 
ber, 1962, when the plant will be able to 
produce 30 million cubic feet of gas a day. 

The Westfield plant represents the largest 
single development Project ever undertaken 
by the gas industry in Scotland. It is to be 
1 Lurgi plant, the first in Britain and the 
seventh in the world. 


Fixed Price Agreements 


THERE was a continued decline in the 
amount of work being given to the civil 
engineering contracting industry in Scotland, 
said Mr. A. Froop, retiring chairman of the 
Scottish Section of the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors, at a meeting of the 
Federation in Glasgow on February 26. ‘It 
is appreciated,’ he said, ‘ that in efforts being 
made by the Government to contain inflation 
the civil engineering industry will have to 
bear its share of the cuts being made, but 
the contracting industry in Scotland should 
be asked to bear only its fair share.’ 

Commenting on fixed price tenders, Mr. 
Frood said he was happy to report that, as 
a result of negotiations between the civil 
engineering and building employers and 
associations representing local suppliers of 
materials, agreements had been reached 
whereby the suppliers would give fixed price 
quotations for materials for fixed price con- 
tracts.

Scottish Hydro-Electric Schemes 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEMES with a total 
capacity of 779,250 kW, are at present under 
promotion or survey in Scotland. This is 
shown in the North of Scotland Hydro- 
Electric Board’s Annual Report for 1957, 
published on February 25. During the year 
the Board announced three schemes—the 
Strathfarrar and Kilmorack scheme and 
the Awe scheme, which includes provision 
for the construction of the first large-scale 
pumped storage hydro-electric development 
in Scotland, and a small scheme to provide 
idditional water to existing schemes on the 
River Monston and at Storr Lochs in Skye, 
ind thereby increase their output. 

Investigations continued into the develop- 
nent of water power resources at Loch 
Laidon and on the River Tay at Kenmore 
and Grandtully.
